The Republican State Committee began 
the campaign of 1895 with a ratification 
méeting yesterday.

The date—Sept. 17—is the one determined 
at 49 Broadway two weeks ago.

BRAZIL ENLIGHTENS BRITAIN 


Trinidad's “Discovery by the Portuguese 
and Frequent Exploration by Bra- 
zilian Naval Officers. 


Special. Cable Dispatch to The New-York Times. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, via Galveston, July 
80.—The text of the letter of the Brazilian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs to the Envoy 
and Minister of Great Britain in Brazil tells 
the history of the Island of Trinidad, which 
Great Britain has invaded, and possession 
of whicheit presumes to retain. 

Trinidad was discovered by the Portu- 
guese in 1501. The English navigator, Dr. 
Halley, arrived at the islaie] and wrote a 
description of it in his logbook in 1700. 
Cook took possession of the island in his 
Majesty’s name in 1781. The Portuguese 
recaptured Trinidad in 1784 dnd voluntarily 
abandoned it 1n 1795, 
visited Trinidad, and the conditions of the 
island have been studied by the Brazilian 
Government for development as a part of 
Brazil’s domains.

FEARS OF SERIOUS TROUBLE, 


J..C.-Redman Describes Trinidad and 
Tells Brazil’s Claim, 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—The British oc- 
cupation ot the Island of Trinidad does not 
seem to have attracted much attention as 
yet at the State Department, but it is 
feared in some quarters that it will result in 
trouble between Great Britain and Brazil. 
J. C. Redman, who is a brother-in-law of 
Minister Salvador de Medoncga of Brazil 
and one of the best-informed men in Wash- 
ington on South American politics, said to- 
day: 

“ The Island of Trinidad is 500 miles east 
of: Rio de Janeiro, and is a desolate mass of 
rocks,, covered with stunted vegetation. I 
remember reading, a few years ago, of an 
effort that was being made in New-York 
City to get up a colony to be planted on 
this island, which was pictured as a para- 
dise. The colonization scheme was a hoax, 
of course, and nothing ever came from it, 
furth2¢ than the talk in the newspapers. 
There are records of only four instances in 
which this island has been visited, and in 
one of these attempts to land, the sailors 
succeeded in getting ashore and securing a 
supply of water. 

**No attention has ever been paid to the 
island, but its possession by Brazil is based 
on a treaty with Portugal, in: which the 
latter country ceded to Brazil all the isl- 
ands on that coast. As the Island of Trini- 
dad was a Portuguese possession, it seems 
to be conclusive that it now belongs to Bra- 
zil, 

‘It does not seem possible that any use 
could be made of the island, except that 
for which it is desired by Great Britain, 
which seeks to establish a cable station on 
it. The coast is rocky, and there is not 
even an inlet along its line in which a ves- 
sel or boat might seek shelter. It would 
require' an immense. expenditure to. make 
this mountain:in the sea desirable as a coal- 
tng station, but if 4his were done, by the

THE PRIVATE SECRETARY WAS “ DOCKED” 


Secretary Herbert Cuts. Off Privileges 
Heretofore Accorded. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—Secretary Her- 
bert of the Navy Department has made a 
ruling, which, if generally adopted in the 
Government service, will materially decrease 
the attractions surrounding the position of 
private secretary. 

Secretary Herbert’s own private secretary 
is Louis Harvey Finney, who has just re- 
turned’ from a trip to Europe, which in- 
cluded a visit to Kiel to witness the naval 
demonstration, with a view, it is said, to 
gather material for a series of lectures. He 
Was absent two months, and when the 
Auditor of the department asked Secretary 
Herbert if Mr. Finney was to be paid his 
Salary for the entire time he was absent, 
the Secretary replied, with emphasis. it is 
said, that he was to be credited with the 
same amount of leave granted to other em- 
ployes—thirty days, absence over that period 
to be deducted from his salary. 

The decision of Secretary Herbert was re- 
ceived with some surprise, it having been 
generally accepted and acted on by ac- 
counting and other officers, that the time of 
private secretaries was their own whenever 
their chiefs were absent. Other unusual 
privileges have been extended to them in 
the matter of leave.

Two Firemen Badly Injured. 


CAMDEN, N. J., July 30.—The Fire Com- 
missioners turned in an experimental alarm from 
a box last night to test the promptness of the 
department. The test showed its promptness and 
efficiency, but the lives of two of the best men in 
the service may be the price of it. Companies 
Nos. 1 and 2 responded to the alarm. The hose 
cart from No. 1 Company turned wildly from 


Broadway into Royden Street, and its momentum 
sent it careening completely over. Two men 
were buried under it. They were Assistant 
Chief Samuel Buzine and Wilkins Bromley, the 
driver. A hoseman, William B. Jobes, was 
thrown clear, and escaped serious injury. The 
other two men were sent to their homes in a 
patrol wagon, Both are so badly injured: that 
they may die.

THE GOVERNOR'S MANY SELECTIONS 


Managers for the Long Island Hospital 
—No Appointments of Supreme 
Judges—Dr. Fowler Suc- 
ceeds Dr. Edson, 


ALBANY, July 30.—Gov. Morton was in 
his office several hours. to-day, This will 
be his last visit until September, unless 
some extraordinary matters recall him from 
Bar Harbor, -where ‘he intends to spend 
the: month of August. Lieut. Gov. Saxton, 
who will act in the Governor’s stead dur- 
ing his absence from the State, wrote a 
letter telling of his ‘nability to get here to- 
day, and suggesting that if any matters 
requiring Executive action should arise, 
that he would notify him. Gov. Morton 
went to Ellerslie to-night. _He will go to 
Bar Harbor Thursday. 

Just before leaving his office for the day 
the Governor gave out a list of appoint- 


ments made, which, he said, cleared up the 
deck. Henry C, Botty, whom he named 
to succeed the late Judge Ehrlich on the 
New-York City Court bench, is a Platt 
man, and was strongly indorsed by lawyers 
and organizations. The Governor’s reason 
for naming Mr. Botty was, as he expressed 
it, that the necessity for a full bench might 
arise during the Summer. 

The Governor took no action on the 
designation of Supreme Court Judges who 
are to sit on the bench of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, under the 
new Constitutional requirement. It is be- 
lieved here that he will wait until after 
the State Conventions are held, that he 
may see how the land lies, before making 
these designations. 

The greatest task the Governor found to- 
day was the selection of seven persons as 
managers of the Long Island State Hos- 
pital, under @hapter 628, which provides 
for the transfer of the dependent insane of 
Kings County to the care of the State. The 
law provides that five of the managers

Henry C. Botty is a practicing lawyer, 
with an office at the Bowery and 
Broome Street... He is forty-five years 
of age and resides at 59 Third Street. 
Mr. Botty has for many years. been 
identified. with the- Republican organi- 
zation, and has been an; active..mem- 
ber of the Republican County Committee. 
When Jacob M. Patterson was a Police Jus- 
tice and ruled things with an iron hand in 
‘the old Seventh Assembly District, Henry 
Cc.

his favor for that position were signed by 
Judges Gildersleeve, Dugro, Bookstaver, 
Allison, Van Wyck, rgp rest Newberger, 
and Conlan, Surrogate Arnold, Assembly- 
men Hamilton, Andrews, Adier, Halpin, 
Wilks, Dean, and Hoops, as well as by 
many other members of the New-York bar. 

Mr. Botty has been appointed to fill the 
unexpired term of the late Chief Justice 
Simon B. Ehrlich, whose successor will be 
chosen at the next election.

A DOLLAR A BUSHEL FOR WHEAT 


Farmers of Minnesota and the Two Dako- 
tas Pledging Themselves Not to Sell 
for Less Than That Price. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July 80.—A letter ad- 
dressed to a farmer in Wright County under 
date of Minneapolis, and headed ‘' Triple 
Alliance Headquarters,” Circular 3, became 
public this eevning. It says that over 90,- 
000 farmers in this section have pledged 
themselves to hoard their wheat. This is the 
first information that has been received by 
the public that the farmers are uniting, as 
they tried to in 1892, for a high price for 
their cereals. The circular says: 


The Triple Alliance of the farmers of the two 
Dakotas and Minnesota is now a fixed fact. 
utmost secrecy must be maintained. It is de- 
sired that the importance of this be impressed 
upon you and ail your friends. .If a majority or 
even a respectable minority of the farmers of 
these three Spring-wheat States will pledge 
themselves and keep it to themselves to 
their wheat for a dollar a bushel, they will get a 
dollar a bushel, but if the fact of an alliance 
leaks out nd the wheat gmblers get hold of it, 
prices will be depressed. 

“nere are three hundred and forty-odd thou- 
sand farmers in the three States. Over 90,000 
of them have alreaay taken the pledge, and more 
are taking it da.ly, as rap dly as the 180 agents 
can administer oaths to them. 

The work is being done satisfactorily, and much 
more rapialy than it was done in the Winter- 
wheat States. The movement was inaugurated 
there in January, and, with an ultimate number 
of agents, amounting to over 300, 20,000 pledges 
had been taken up to May 1.

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SIMON WORMSER IS DEAD 


Walking in Fast Sixty-sixth. Street, 
He Was Stricken. 


A- MESSENGER FOUND HIM DYING 


Member of the Banking Firm of L 
and 8S. Wormser, and Well Known 
in Financial Circles — From 
Poverty to Wealth. 


Simon Wormser, the millionaire banker 
of 836 Fifth Avenue and 15. Broad Street, 
was found by a district messenger boy dy- 
ing on the stoop of the house of Dr. Gor- 
don, 70 East Sixty-sixth Street, at 9:40 
o'clock last night. 

Before an ambulance 
reach him he was dead. 
possession of his body. 

The cause of death apparently was apo- 
plexy, but. whether that was the ailment 
to which Mr. Wormser succumbed. or heart 
disease was the cause of death can be de- 
termined only by the Coroner’s autopsy to- 
day. 

Mr. Wormser spent yesterday afternoon 
driving with his brother and partner, Isi- 
dor. In the evening he dined with his 
brother and his nephew, Jefferson Selig- 
man, at his home. Mr. Wormser went to 
take a short walk about 9 P. M. A little 
more than half an hour later Special Offi- 
cer Edward J. Sloan of the East Sixty- 
seventh Street Police Station, passed him 
walking on the north side of Sixty-sixth 
Street. Ten minutes later the messenger 
boy, Dennis Drew, who lives at 234. Kast 
Forty-first Street, on passing Dr. Gordon's 
house, saw a man sick, as he thought, sit- 
‘ting on the top of the stoop, with his head 
reclining against the doorpost. 

He went up to the man, and saw that the 
man’s head had struck the edge of the door 
post. He shouted for the police, and Police- 
man Michael Owens ran to the spot. The 
policeman and thé messenger boy were 
joined by Arthur Schloss, of 1,303 Third 
Avenue, and John Hegeman of 166 East 
Sixty-seventh Street. 

They recognized Mr. Wormser. The mes- 
senger boy went around to Mr. Wormeer’s 
house in Fifth Avenue, and one of the men 
called an ambulance. 

Mr. Wormser, when the policeman found 
him, was just able to gasp. 

The policeman tore open his vest and 
collar, and he seemed to revive. A moment 
later an ambulance from the Presbyteriun 
Hospital arrived. As the ambulance sur- 
geon walked toward the stoop, Mr.. Worm- 
ser’s head fell back, and he died.

Reorganization Committee Not Wor- 
ried by Greenhut and Morris. 


CHICAGO, July 380.—Richard B. Harts- 
horne, Chairman of the Reorganization 
Committee of the Whisky Trust, arrived in 
Chicago to-day and was closeted all the 
afternoon with cqunsel for the committee. 
Advices from New-York to the effect that 
the Greenhut-Morris faction of the trust 


would try to stop the sale of Whisky_Trust 
property Aug. 14 were cailed to Mr. Harts- 
horne’s attention. He said: 

The Reorganization Committee has so far ac- 
complished everything it started out to do. The 
threats of Greenhut and Morris to litigate furth- 
er are idle, and give the members of the com- 
mittee no concern whatever. 


Attorney Mayer stated the present status 
of affairs as regards the sale as follows: 

The United States Court, July 5, entered a 
decree of sale. Under that decree the property 
is now being advertised, and the sale must take 
place Aug. 14. Even the Reorganization Com- 
mittee could not stop it now were it so disposed. 
The property will at that time be purchased by 
the Reorganization Committee. 


The Directors of the new company have 
been selected, but not elected. ‘The election 
will take place in Chicago in a few days. 
Mr. Hartshorne denies that William A. 
Havemeyer will become a member of the 
new directorate, 

“We should like to have Mr. Have- 
meyer,’ said he, “but I have not heard 
him mentioned as 1 Director. As to the 
rumors that he has been a large buyer of 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding stock, I do 
not think they are true, but I cannot speak 
authoritatively.” 


Model of Gen. Hancock’s Statue. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., July 30.—The mode} of 
an imposing equestrian statue of Gen, Winfield 
Scott Hancock, to be erected in Washington dur- 
ing the Fall, has reached here. The statue is 


the work of Sculptor J. H. Ellicott. The figure 
of the soldier is seated in an easy attitude on a 
spirited animal, which the rider has reined in. 
The statue is one and one-half times life size. 

The pedestal will be of Jonesborough (Me.) 
granite, and it will be 19 feet high, 19 feet 
wide, and 26 feet long. It is simple in design, 
the principal ornamentation being a rich carved 
cartouche of granite surmounted by an eagle 
with spread wings, and surmounted by a wreath 
of oak leaves tied with a knot of ribbon. The 
bronze casting will cost $50,60v.

CHICAGO, July 380.—H. Clay Merritt was tried 
before Justice Pyle yesterday at Kewanee, Ill, 
on a charge of violation of the game law.

Although he was seventy years old, how- 
ever, he recently seemed to be in excellent 
health, and his death was a terrible blow 
to his relatives and friends. 

Mr. Wormser was born in Landan, Ger- 
many, Dec. 25, 1824, where he received as 
good an education as the local schools 
could give him. While he was still a young 
man he was made Controller of his native 
town, and in this position discharged his 
duties so: faithfully and well that after a 
few years he was made State Treasurer. 

In these positions he acquired his first 
knowledge of the laws of finance, which 
always had a peculiar charm for him, He 
came to this country in 1853, and soon took 
up his residence in California, where he 
went into the general merchandise business. 
His brother Isidor crossed the Atlantic two 
years later, and joined Simon in California, 
when the firm of I. & S. Wormser was 
formed, and did a successful business for a 
number of years. Simon withdrew from 
the firm in 1866, and came to New-York, 
where he established a banking house in 
the Drexel Building. 

There was too, strong a bond of sympathy 
between the two brothers for them to re- 
main separated long. So, in 1873, Isidor 
came to New-York, when the old firm name 
of I. & S. Wormser, was again assumed, 
and under that title the brothers continued 
to do business to the present day. The firm 
moved from its old quarters in the Drexel 
Building to more modern offices in the Mills 
Building in 1887. 

Simon Wormser was never known in 
politics, but im financial circles he was a 
power. 

He was for many years one of the most 
active of the Directors of the Manhattan 
Elevated Railroad. 

Simon Wormser was the office member of 
the firm of I & 8S, Wormser. He left to 
Isidor, the immediate management of busi- 
ness at the Stock Exchange, but callers at 
the office in the Mills Buliding always found 
Simon there, looking after the details of the 
firm’s large affairs... The reputation: galued 
by the brothers, as successful financfers, 
was due quite as much to the methodical 
and apparently prosy functions which 
Simon performed as to the more dashing 
part which Isidor took in the Wall Street. 
scramble. 

Some of the firm’s most important opera- 
tions were devised and carried out in the 
office, under Simon's direction. So well did 
the financial community understand this 
that in considering or discussing matters in 
which the firm might be interested, not 
the slightest disposition ever appeared to 
seek the approval or aid of one brother 
while slighting the other. ) 

The firm was known in the plural on all 
occasions, and both members were recog- 
nized as equally important in whatever 
might be undertaken. 

The regard they showed for each other 
was one of, the picturesque features of down 
town life. Busy hours kept them of neces- 
sity much apart, but those who observed 
them in their office could not fail to be im- 
pressed with the respect and affection be- 
‘tween them. 

When the day’s work ended they always 
went home together. No generation in Wall 
Street is old enough to remember seeing 
them apart after the close of the market. 
So accustomed had those who frequent that 
section become to seeing them together 
that if they had separated when they left 
their office it would have been remarked. 

The close sympathy, deep affection, and 
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lasted.a lifetime. .Acting together they 
built up a business which for years was 
counted as one of the most prosperous in 
the financial community. ’ 

Their joint efforts made the firm’s name 
known everywhere, and gave them a stand- 
ing which was universally respected. Ever 
since any one now active in Wall Street 
can remember it has been impossible to 
dissociate the two brothers. Whatever was 
said of one included the other. 

There has never been in that section an 
example of fraternal devotion and inter- 
woven lives to be compared’ with that ex- 
hibited in the companionship of the two 
Wormsers, Apart from the persona! loss 
which Simon Wormser’s business associates 
will feel, they will regret most deeply the 
breaking of a fraternal link which was as 
admirable as it was uncommon. 

Simon Wormser leaves four sons and four 
grandchildren. Mrs, Wormser died in 1878. 
Of his sons, Isidor and. Maurice lived at 
the Fifth Avenue home, while Alexander J. 
and Louis W. Wormser have separate es- 
tablishments. 


RACE KLOT AT BROOKSIDE, ALA, 


Two Deputy Sheriffs and Four or Five 
Negroes Killed—The Town in a 
State of Panic. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 30.—Brook- 
side, a mining camp, twenty miles west of 
here, was the scene of a race riot to-night. 
Two Deputy Sheriffs were killed, and it is 
said half a dozen negroes were shot, four 
or five fatally. The town is in a state of 
panic and the telegraph operator, the only 
source of information, is locked in his office, 
too frightened to go outside to obtain more 
details.° : 

Messages were received at 10 o’clock by 
Sheriff Morrow antl Chief of Police Mc- 
Donald for all available officers they could 
send. An hour later a carload of deputies 
was on the way to the scene of the trouble. 

The cause of the riot was that Mine Boss 
Culverhouse of the Sloss Iron and Steel 
Company discharged a negro driver named 
“Jim” Biggers. 

Biggers remained about the place making 
threats. He refused to leave the company’s 
premises, A warrant was sworn out for his 
arrest for trespassing, and to-night Deputy 
Sheriff A. S. Wood and Special Deputy Joel 
Baxter went to arrest him. 

As they approached, Biggers fired upon 
them with a rifle. A bullet passed through 
Woods’s head and another through his 
heart, killing him instantly. Baxter was 
wounded mortally, but was able to get back | 
to the camp and gave the alarm. 

The white miners at once organized ard 
went to arrest Bigsgers. He meanwhile had 
ealled in a number of his negro friends, 
and when the two parties met, a pitched 
battle resulted. Over 100 shots were fired, 
the negroes finally going ‘to the woods. 
Half a dozen or more negroes. were shot 
down, and at least four, and probably five, 


were killed outright... Whether any, of the j, 


whites were wounded cannot be learned. 
The names of killed and wounded regroes 
could not be had, 

The shooting was kept up at intervals for 
two hours. Another attack by the negroes 
is feared, but it is not likely to occur after 
the officers arrive. Biggers is in hiding in 
the woods. It is proposed to take him 
dead or alive. 

Brookside has been the scene of race 
troubles before. Both colored and white 
miners work there, and the feeling has not 
been very cordial, especially since last 
Summer’s strike, when negroes went to 
work in white miners’ places. 


Owner for $1,000 Bills Wanted. , 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—The Treasury De- 
partment has come into possession of two one- 
thousand-dollar bills which had been torn in 
two, and the pieces pasted together. They were 
found in the attic of an office building of this 
eity by Mrs. Robert Ford, wife of the janitor. 
A gentleman to whom they were submitted for 
an opinion as to their genuineness, turned them 
over to the officials. It is believed at the Treas- 
ury Department that the bills were stolen. Mr. 
and Mrs. Ford will endeavor to recover possession 
of the bills from the Treasury officials by legal 
proceedings if necessary. 


Killed in the Bergen Cut. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., July 30.—A. man about 
thirty years old, whose identity is unknown, was 
struck by a Pennsylvania train in the Bergen 
Cut to-night and instantly killed. He wore a 
gold scarf pin marked with the letter D. Two 
men supposed to have been with him were ar- 
rested. They denied knowing him, and said they 
met him in the cut. They are Otto Miller of 4 
Greenwich Street and August Wetbagel of 53 
Bowery, New-York. ‘They are held.

The 
reason,’ I suppose, is that the preparation 
for college now is much. easier, so far as 
facilities are concerned, than it was years 
ago. In New-England twenty-five years 
ago there were the two preparatory schools, 


Phillips Andover and Phillips Exeter, but 
the majority of those who went to college 
were obliged to get their preparation 
through high schools and academies in their 
own towns, and that meant they must do a 
reat deal of the work by themselves. In 
hose days fewer boys were sent to college; 
those who went generally made their own 
way, and the work that they did was more 
apt to be thorough and individual work.”

SCIENCE WITH THEIR FUN 


Vhildren of the Vacation School at 
the Seaside. 


fO COMBINE WORK WITH PLEASURE 


Scholars, on an Onting to the Ocean, 
Where: They Have a Bath 
and Then Take Up 
Their Studies. 


“Recreation plus education.”” That its 
what Dr. William Howe Johnan, the Gen- 
eral Agent of the Association for Improving 
the Conditieon'.of the Poor, says of the 
series “of excursions of the vacation school 
children to the association’s Beaside Home 
at West Coney Island, which began yester- 
day. 

The idea of the excursions originated with 


William Ware Locke, Superintendent of the 
schools, and is intended to give the children 
at one and the same time a delightful out- 
ing and practical scientific wort in a small 
way in observing the conditions of earth, 
sea, and sky. 

It is intended that 300 children, boys 
ind girls, shall attend the excursions every 
Tuesday and Thursday, but only the di- 
vision of girls were taken on the first trip 
yesterday. 

The start was made from the foot of 
West Twenty-second Stret, at 9 o’clock, and 
at 12 a jolly party of girls might have 
been seen sitting in the big pavilion on the 
association land at Coney Island, eating 
with great zest the substantial luncheons 
they had brought with them. 

Then came the work of the Seaside Labo- 
ratories in Science, which is the awe-in- 
spiring appellation the association has 
siven to the work. 

Perhaps the little girls did not realize 
the bigness of the work they were wunder- 
taking, for there was certainly no feeling 
of awe perceptible in their actions as they 


made a grand rush to the beach as soon 
is luncheon was over, 

There they gathered seaweeds, shells, and 

tones, and took observations of everything 
that came within their range of .ision. It 
-night be scientific work, with a harvest of 
xnowledge to fcllow, but they were taking 
it in a form that was pure and unmitigated 
.un, 

The observations culminated in the study 
of a real ocean bath, made from the ver 
best point of view-—the strong surf, whic 
the winds sent rolling in heavily yesterday 
afternoon, 

If the surf seemed particularly beautiful 
it was not alone because it was an unac- 
customed sight to the children, The waves 
far out on the water were white capped, 
and as they came rolling high up on the 
sere, the wind before they landed lashed 
their foaming tops until they were beaten 
into white spray. 

Then the rain came, first in small drops 
and then In torrents, that sent the little 
yathers in to dress, for a shower bath and 
fight with the surf all at once, is too much 
(or a first experience. 

There was a scampering of bloomer-ar- 
cayed little maidens around the bath houses 
‘or some time before it was possible to set- 
le down quietly to dress. 

The small bather was found dousing her 
short locks under the ice water barrel, and 
was speedily called away, perhaps because it 
was a good idea to save the water for other 
purposes, and perhaps because the action 
of ice water precipitated suddenly upon 
he cranium of an active-brained little scien- 
tifle student was not to be commended from 
t Pyare standpoint. 

The children staying at the Home have had 
their play guided by the kindergaertnerin, 
Miss Olga Meyrowitz, who is one of the 
instructors of the Home this year, and have 
done some very pretty and interesting 
work in mounting seaweed upon shells and 
paper. 

A pretty white shell, having on the in- 
side a bright piece of red seaweed, bears 
the name of ‘ Charlie’’ and ihe date on 
the outside. “‘ Rosie Holland’’ has written 
her name in childish characters upon the 
inside of a larger shell, where she has ar- 
ranged a delicate piece of green seaweed 
so neatly that it seems a part of the shell. 

This work of the home children was 
taken to show the little visitors yesterday, 
und they set about a similar undertaking 
very speedily and very successfully. 

Compositions are to follow these excur- 
sions, and one forehanded little girl wrote 
hers and illustrated it on the spot in a way 
that reflected great credit upon both hor 
writing and drawing teachers. 

This is the composition, and it is unfort- 
unate that the writing cannot be given as 
easily as the words: 

“The most beautiful scenery at the sea- 
shore was the rolling of the waves upon 
the sand. Here is one of the pretty sheils 
which I found,” 

This was followed by a neat little draw- 
ing of a shell, and the writer went on: 

“Tt was a very pleasant day, and a num- 
ber of children were busily gathering shells. 
The beautiful white sand reminded me of 
snow. The breeze was very refreshing. It 
was very gpoaress for us to go to the sea- 
shore, and it is also very kind of our 
teachers, who undertook charge of us.’’ 

The children, who were gathered in the 
oavilion with their shells and seaweed dur- 
ing the rain, were called to order about 8 
o’elock. They sang a number of songs with 
sweet, clear voices, and Mr, Locke told 
them ‘the object of the trip and the sea 
treasures it would be interesting to take 
home, and the way to make use of them, 

These outings are undertaken by the as- 
sociation at a cost of $100 each, and there 
are to be eight of them. This is done with 
the unfailing confidence in the public which 
never fails to help along these good works.

SOME FOR LOCAL OPTION. 


Mr. Lexow, However, Has a Phrase 


He Prefers to Ali Others. 


“ What do you think is the solution of the 
excise question?” was asked of a number 
of politicians who gathered yesterday about 
the meeiing place of the Republican State 
Committee. 

‘Many of them dodged the issue wholly. 
Some said they thought local option would 
be the proper policy. 

‘I’m in favor of local option,” said Bar- 
net H. Davis of Wayne County. “I think 
the people of the cities ought to have the 
privilege of doing as they please on this 
question.”’ 

**Do you expect the State Convention will 
make any very plain declaration on this 
subject? ’”’ 

“No, I do not,” said Mr. Davis, frankly. 

When ex-Judge William H. Robertson of 
Westchester was asked the question he 
said: 

“I haven’t thought out the matter to 
my own satisfaction. I don't know what 
ought to be done about it.” 

Said Superintendent of Public Works Al- 
dridge, the member of the committee from 


Monroe: ‘“ For personal reasons I would 
rather not express any opinion.’’ 

Mr. Aldridge was once Mayor of Roches- 
ter, and is said to have followed a policy 
a little too liberal to suit the average up- 
the-State man. 

Said Senator John Raines: “ If socal option 
were adopted some counties would vote 
to close all the saloons seven, days in the 
week, to say nothing of insisting .n Sunday | 
closing.”’ 

Said Gen. W. S. C. Wiley, the member of 
the committee from Green County: “ The 
questions of excise should be left to the 
people of the locality which is to be af- 
fected. The good people of -New-York 
should be allowed to say whether they want 
saloons opened or not.’ 

Senator Clarence Lexow was not inclined 
to favor local option as it is usually under- 
stood, but he advanced a theory for what 
would be local option so far as New-York 
and one or two other cities are soncerned. 

“I do not favor local option,” he said, 
“but I do favor a law which will allow the 
people of New-York something to say in 
making their own excise regulations,’’ 

“Local option for New-York?’ asked 
the reporter. 

“I prefer not to call it local option,” said 
the Senatcr. ‘It might be included under 
the broader classification of ‘home rule 
for cities of the first, second, and third 
class.’ One of the items of local self-Gov- 
ever might be the making of excise 
rules.” 

Senator Lexow was asked if he expected 
to be re-elected. 

“TI haven’t Heard of any other Republic- 
an candidate in my district,” he replied 
with an amused look. 

Gen, Michael Kerwin, formerly Police 
Commissioner, in reply to the question, said 
he did not want to enter into a discussion 
of excise matters. 

‘*Wrom your experience as a Police Com- 
missioner do you believe it is a physical 
possibility for the New-York police force 
to enforce the existing excise law to the 
letter?’ Gen. Kerwin was asked. 

*T do,” he said, decidedly; “I believe 
it is possible for the force io close every 
saloon in this city and keep them closed 
on Sunday. I have such confidence in the 
force that I believe it can enforce any and 
all the laws.”’ 

** How?” asked the reporter, 

* That,” said Gen. Kerwin, “is a matter 
for whoever is in eharge of the force to 
determine, and I am not in that position.’’ 
Gen. Kerwin said it would be indelicate for 
him to discuss the action of the present 
board in enforcing the law, and so, while 
he was much interested in what Commis- 
sioner Roosevelt is song he would not 
speak fer publication on the subject. 

Chairman Hackett said he did not care to 
eontribute any opinions as to what course 
the Republicans should pursue on excise, 
and in this many others joined him.

@cenic charms. Herman Melville, Charles 
Summer, Longfellow, Hawthorne, and Fanny 
Kemble are among the number that Pitts- 
field holds dear. The book contains, in- 
cidentally to its main theme, not a little 
e@oncerning these persons that is pleasant 
@nd inter«sting. Charles Sumner found 
great delight in the society of Fanny 
Kemble, though he confesses in a letter to 
@ friend that he felt always a certain sense 
Longfellow, in an old- 
fashioned mansion of Pittsfield, found the 
“timepiece that suggested ‘‘ The Old Clock 
on the Stairs.’’ The story of the house of 
the old clock has an appropriate place in 
honored traditions recorded by the author. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes first addressed a 
Berkshire audience on the occasion of the 
great Berkshire jubilee, held in 1844, a 
festival famous for many years afterward. 
To it came from distant States and cities 
ehiidren of Berkshire families. In the as- 
fembly were many of the most brilliant men 
in America. Dr. Holmes was already be- 
@oming famous, and he was invited to read 
-@ poem. He was received with affection- 
@te. consideration, and, after his modest 
‘prefatory speech, the audience was charmed 
by the poem of welcome beginning: 


"Come back to your mother, ye children, for 
e, 

Who have wandered like truants, for riches or 
‘fame! "’ 

“Amother poem, ‘A Vision of Life,” was 
Tead five years later in Pittsfield at the 
“graduating exercises of the Young Ladies’ 

-Imstitute. The same year he also read 
-- “The Ploughman”’ at the Berkshire Cattle 
~ Show. This was a notable festival at that 
time. One of its crowning features was @ 
@reat plowing match, and for this rea- 
gon this superb production was  espe- 
He was Chairman of 
the committee on the plowing match, in 
fact, and the poem was introduced by his 
delightfully witty report as the head of 
“the committee. A chapter is very well de- 
‘voted to this great rural festival that was 
deemed worthy the songs of poets—a fes- 
tival that attracted not only the Berkshire 
farmers, but men high up in the country’s 
‘esteem, and a fashionable element from 
New-York and other cities. 
- Dr. Holmes further honored Pittsfield by 
the beavtiful dedicatory poem read at the 
“eonsecration of its cemetery in 1850. ‘The 
‘@uthor also classes with the Berkshire 
poems *‘ The Vision,”’ that takes its inspira- 
tion from the Housatonic River, which has 
-been honored by the songs of many other 
| poets, and “The New Eden,” which Dr. 
Holmes kindly permitted to be - ablished in 
) @ local paper. In addition to these there are 
" peveral graceful little poems written for a 
Pittsfield church fair. 
In justice it must be said that the au- 
thor has enhanced, if such a thing is 
' possible, the literary interest attached to 
these poems by presenting so carefully the 
 eircumstances to which they in part owed 
their origin, and the local environments of 
Pittsfield, from which they derived color. 
It is very clear that Dr. Holmes dearly 
loved the Berkshire Hills. The extracts 
given from his letters are not necessary to 
prove this. July 24, 1894, he wrote to a 
’ friend: “It tires me to write now. My eyes 
are dim—my fingers crampy. Were I forty 
_ years old instead of three-score and twenty- 
‘four, I would try to buy my old place, just 
'@s it was, and be once more your Summer 
neighbor. Write and aid my convalescence 
“with a lively manifesto from our blessed 
_ City of Pittsfield. The pendulum has a 
very short range of oscillation.”

NORWAY AND SPAIN VISITED 


A HOLIDAY IN SPAIN AND NORWAY. By 
Caroliney Earle White, 12mo. Philadelphia: 
J. B, Lippincett Company. 


This is a little brochure, which, without 
literary pretension, {s most interesting. It 
describes a rapid tour through Spain and 
across the Straits to Tangier, and then 
up north through Norway; Barcelona, Tar- 
ragona, Valencia, Cordova, Grenada, Seville, 
and Madrid are visited. At Seville the lady 
sees the dancing at the cathedral on Corpus 
Christi Day, and it is thus described: “ ‘The 
consecrated host was exposed upon the al- 


| tar, and ten boys danced before it for near- 


ly half an hour. The boys were beautifully 
dressed, and had castanets, which they used 
at intervals. The dance was a slow cone, 
of the nature of a minuet, and the boys 
sang as they danced the same air that was 
played by the orchestra.’”’ After leaving the 
church, the author read on the streets the 
posters about the bullfights to be held the 
next day. A bull’s head, just severed from 
an animal, was exhibited, with the an- 
nouncement that the bull had “killed 
three horses outright,’’ and that the ani- 
mal “ had been bred by the Duke of Vera- 
gua.”” His Holiness the Pope has just dealt 
a blow at this Spanish institution, but the 
author says: ‘ Bulifighting will endure 
many blows before it succumbs, so deeply 
rooted is it in the affections of the Spanish 
people.”’ 

Caroline Earle White, who ought to know, 
does not deem Spanish women handsonie. 
They are wanting in expression, heavy of 
feature, and use too much face powder, 
this custom being confined mostly to women 
of the higher class. The Queen is not pop- 
ular, principally because she is not a Span- 
iard, 

Somewhat the usual route was taken 
through Norway, and the honesty of the 
people is extolled. Norway is still the land 
of primitive manners. Everybody shakes 
hands, and to refuse to shake is taken as 
a personal slight. A trip to Norway is never 
likely to be forgotten by any tourist, and 
so the author bids good-bye to it with re- 
gret, as ‘‘a country full of natural beauty, 
with a people gifted with noble and-attract- 
ive traits of character.”

A FULL CONFESSION IS EXPECTED 


The Cigrands Say Emeline Was 
Killed by Holmes — Skulls 
Found in the Chicago 
Cellar, 


CHICAGO, July 30.—Willlam Capps, the 
Forth Worth attorney who is here at the 
instance of the heirs of Minnie Williams, 
Says that he is prepared to prove the mur- 
der of Minnie and Annie Williams, He in- 


sists that they were killed by Holmes, 
Quinian, Pietzel, and another man whose 
name he is not yet prepared to give. This 
man has been found by a ‘detective whom 
the heirs engaged to work on the case eight 
months ago, It is said he‘has made a par- 
tial confession, and will make it complete 
on condition that he is granted immunity 
from punishment. Mr. Capps also says that 
this man knows exactly where the bodies of 
the Williams girls are buried. 

Mrs, Strowers, a washerwoman, who lives 
at Sixty-first and Morgan Streets, furnished 
the detectives with a new feature in the 
ease to-day. She said she used to wash 
for Holmes and for Mrs. Connors. Several 
times, she said, some of the latter’s cloth- 
ing was brought to her by Holmes. Holmes 
came to her in 1891 and urged her to take 
out an insurance policy on her life for 
$10,000. 

** Don’t be afraid of me,” Mrs, Strowers 
quotes Holmes as saying; ‘“‘ you take out 
the policy and I’ll give you $6,000 cash for 
it at once,”’ 

Mrs. Strowers’s friends persuaded her not 
to be insured, and she never talked with 
Holmes on the subject again. 

Mrs. Pietzel went to Galva, Ill., to-night. 
The police at one time contemplated pre- 
venting her from leaving the city, but they 
have abandoned the plan. They are stil 
of the opinion, however, that she can tell 
a great deal more than she has yet di- 
vulged. 

A great deal of importance is attached by 
the police to the finding to-day of parts of 
a human skuli in the basement of. the 
Holmes building, on Sixty-third Street. The 
ground in several places gave evidence of 


having been dug up—how long ago the 
police do not know, nor have they any way 
at present of ascertaining. 

In the corner of the basement two pieces 
of skull were found. They had been cov- 
ered with dirt, but the rest of the skull 
could not be found. 

Mr, Cigrand, the father of the missing 
Emeline, and Philomena, her sister, arrivea 
from their home in Anderson, Ind., this 
morning and paid an early visit to Inspector 
Fitzpatrick. They were accompanied by 
Dr, B. J. Cigrand, a cousin of the reputed 
victim. 

The only new information they gave was 
concerning a trunk which was received at 
Oxford, Ohio, where the Cigrands lived, «& 
few days after the announcement from the 
Chicago employer of the girl that she had 
disappeared. The trunk contained only a 
few clothes, readily identified as the prop 
erty of Emeline. ‘They received a lette: 
written by typewriter and signed ‘‘ Emma," 
stating that she did not need the clothing 
and trunk and she hoped that they coulu 
use them. She said Phelps had bought he: 
a great big trunk and that she was to ge: 
new clothes throughout that afternvon. 

A letter was later received from Holmes, 
written two weeks after he had been asked 
what had become of Emeline. It read: 

Dear Sir: I received your letter some days 
ago and called on Dr. Cigrand in regard to the 
same and was pleased to learn from him of Mrs. 
Phelps’s whereabouts, for it seemed exceedingly 
strange until he explained matters to me thai 
she would have neglected to write you, and in- 
asmuch as she was working for us I felt in a 
measure responsible for her. Kindly let me 
know her address upon your receiving it. as 
there is a paper pertaining to the Campbell- 
Yates -Company, of which she has acted as Sec- 
retary, which should be properly signed by her. 

Dr. Cigrand says that Holmes never called 
on him. Miss Phillis, who went to Chicago 
last night, ‘visited her sister one month be- 
fore her disappearance. She said that she 
called on her often while she was at work 
in Holmes’s office, on the third floor of the 
“castle.” She says’ that her sister pointed 
out the door of the office vault one day and 
said that Holmes had told her never to gu 
near that door. She thought but little of ft 
She never saw all of the rooms on the floor, 
as she was not allowed to go back into the 
building through this door. She also remem- 
bers Pat Quinian, and says that he came ir 
very angry one afternoon because her sis- 
ter had told a man that Holmes was down 
town. 

Another letter from Emeline 
after her wedding, reads: “ Wh 
write to me? 


two weeks 
y don't you 
I'm almost wild." 

There was no address and no date to it, 
and it was mailed on a train. 

Miss Cigrand drew out what money shc 
had in the Fowler Nationa! Bank, at. Lafa- 
yette, one week before she disappeared. 

*“*I believe firmly that my daughter was 
murdered by Holmes,” said Mr. Cigrand. 
‘In no other way can we account for her 
disappearance. The police did not give us 
any new information in regard to the 
whereabouts df Emeline. In this respect, 
at least, nye A are as much at sea as the 
family, but they believe, as we do, that she 
was foully dealt with.’’ 

Chief Badenoch was asked if he believed 
the story told’ by Chappelle, the articulator 
of skyletons. “I have no choice but to be- 
lieve it,” he said. ‘*‘ The man gave us. the 
most unmistakable evidence of his fa- 
niiliarity with the premises by leading us 
straight to the hidden vats, and pointing 
them out to us. He had no divining rod, 
and if he had hot known all about the mat- 
ter, he could not possibly have done as he 
did. As to the skeletons, there is no way 
on earth of proving their identity, but 
there are certain persons missing, and 
everything points to the conclusion that 
they were disposed of in this house at 
Sixty-third and Wallace Streets. Now, what 
more natural than these should prove to be 
all that is left of the murdered persons? I 
admit it is rather improbable that Holmes 
should have had the bodies of his victims 
mounted instead of completely disposing 
of them, but Holmes was no ordinary 
criminal.

A BOY HOLMES’S FIRST VICTIM. 


He-Was in the Swindler’s Service in 
Clinton County, N. Y. 


PLATTSBURG, N. Y., July 30.—H. H. 
Holmes was once a resident of this (Clin- 
ton) county. He appeared at Mooers in 
1883, under the name Herman W. Mudgett, 
as an agent for nursery stock, and created 
such a good impression that he was en- 
gaged to teach the village school. This oc- 
cupation he found uncongenial. He left 
Mooers and went to Massachusetts, but re- 
turned in a short time, accompanied by a 
small boy, who disappeared shortly after 
arrival, Holmes saying he had gone home. 
It is now believed that the boy was the 
murderer’s first victim, 

After the boy’s disappearance, Mudgett, 
or. Holmes, went to Mooers Forks, three 
miles away, and began practice as a phy- 
sician, He remained there about a year, 
taking, while there, an active part in poli- 


tics. @ was an enthusiastic supporter of 
Blaine in 1884, and wagered every dollar he 


or otherwise on Blaine’s success. On losing 
his wagers he was penniless, and then his 
true nature began to show itself in many 
dishonest practices. His misconduct cul- 
minated in a hurried departure for Chicago. 
He left behind many unpaid bills. He re- 
turned again to this county in 1885, when 
he told Munchaysen-like stories of his suc- 
cess in Chicago, where, so he claimed, he 
owned several! stores. 

Holmes’s most pronounced characteristics 
while at Mooers Forks were unlimited self- 
assurance and marked untruthfulness. His 
last stay was a brief one, but after depart- 
ure he was in correspondence with several 
of the villagers for a long time.

- to Poison Her ~- Magistrate Crane 
Dismisses Her Complaint, 


Mrs. Jesse Mordaunt, founder of the Aged 
Ladies’ Home for Gentlewomen, on the 
King’s Bridge Road, near its junction with 
the William’s Bridge Road, charged Mrs. 
Rose Ester, a former inmate of the home, 
in the Morrisania Court, yesterday, with 
being concerned in a conspiracy to kill her 
with poison, 

Magistrate Crane refused to enter a com- 
plaint, saying that Mrs. Mordaunt did not 
seem to know what she was talking about. 

Mrs. Mordaunt says that she is the pos- 
sessor of bonds and stocks worth several 
thouand dollars, and that she has her life 
insured in several companies for large sums. 
Eight of the twelve inmates of the institu- 
tion left it on June 1 because she wor- 
ried them, it is said, with charges of try- 


ing to poison her. Mrs, Mordaunt said 
she was forced to send Mrs. Ester away 
on June 9 in self-protection. 

Mrs. Mordaunt is a slight, blonde woman, 
about forty-five years old, and has one 
daughter, Lilly, twelve years old. She has 
been married three times, and is now a 
widow, 

She entered the Morrisania Police Court 
yesterday carrying a handful of papers, and 
appeared very much excited. When she was 
called to state her case she took out a 
big bundle of documents, and said: 

Now, Judge, I am about to be poisoned, ard 
this woman, Mrs, Ester, is one of them. Mrs. 
Ester came to my home on June 1, and until 
June 4 appeared to be in every way nice. On 
that morniwg 1 found that a large quantity of 
poison has’ been put on the tablectoth. 

There was cowhage, antimony, and something 
else. Now. this woman did it, I am certain, be- 
cause three days afterward I caught her with a 
package of white powder, which she threw away. 
Now, Judge, I have property, and these women 
know it, and they are put up to poison me by 
some outside people just to get it. 

Why, I had to put them all out, and even 
now, they or somebody I do not know, follow 
me in the cars every time I go out. 

M. 8. Adler, who appeared for Mrs. Ester, 
ms aha Mrs. Mordaunt’s harangue, and 
said: 

Your Honor, this woman is insane, or a crim- 
inal, in my belief. In spite of the fact that she 
says her home is free, she made my client 
pay her $150 when she was put out of the place 
on June 17, I took steps to recover the money, 
and we all were to have met in my office at 2 
oe to-day, and instead of that she brings us 

Mr. Adler then produced a postal card, 
which he said he received veukierday morn- 
ing from Philadelphia, It was signedgH. T. 
Johnson, and read as follows: 

Look up Mrs. Mordaunt’s record in West 
Philadelphia. She is a female Holmes. Address 
Lawyer Charles Steckler, 1,213 Filbert Street. 

The card bore the Philadelphia postmark, 
but did not give the signer’s address. It 
was addressed to Mr. Adler. 

In answer to this, Mrs. Mordaunt said 
she had lived in Philadelphia, much to her 
sorrow, and that she had run a dressmak- 
ing establishment, She demanded protec- 
tion, and protested that she was in dan- 
ger of belng poisoned. 

Magistrate Crane did not think so, and 
in dismissing the case said: ‘‘I am very 
sorry that I cannot help you. You do not 
seem to know what you are talking about 
exactly, and I cannot take any complaint.” 


BEER EXPERIS ON THE STAND 


They Testify that Sulzer's Beer Contained 
Too Litule Alcohol to Produce Intoxi- 
cation—A Decision Is Withheld, 


The case of Martin Pfister and Louis 
Aschinskey, waiters in Sulzer’s Harlem 
River Park, who were arrested Sunday, 
July 14, for selling lager beer in the park, 
was again before Magistrate Wentworth, 
in the Harlem Court, yesterday. 

Sulzer claims that the beer sold was a 
special brew, and contained less than 2 
per cent. of alcohol, being thus a non-in- 
toxicant under the law. Ex-Judge A. J. 
Dittenhofer appeared for the defense, and 
Assistant District Attorney Alfred Lau- 
terbach for the people. 

Francis Wyatt, a chemist, testified that 
ne analyzed-a portion of the beer sold by 
the accused, and found that it contained 
2.08 per cent. of alcohol. The analysis was 
made two days after the beer was bot- 
iled, and fermentation had undoubtedly in- 
creased the percentage of alcohol. He was 
of the opinion that the beer contained less 


than 2 per cent. of alcohol on the day on 
which it was sold, and he testified further 
that the human stomach could not hold a 
sufficient quantity of such beer to cause in- 
Be yg HOM 

r. Thomas H. Moak, Dr. George Healey, 
and Dr, Francis P, Walther, a experts 
un the effect of intoxicants, testified that 
the human stomach could not hold enough 
beer containing 3 per cent. of alcohol to 
cause intoxication. 

Dr. Wilton G, Barry, chemist to the Board 
of Health, said that by his analysis of two 
bottles. of the beer he found over 8 per cent. 
of alcohol in one bottle and over 4 per cent. 
in the other. Dr. Berry. explained, how- 
ever, that the analyses were made six days 
after the beer was bottled, and that fer- 
mentation might have increased the per- 
centage of alcohol considerably. 

Mr. Lauterbach and ex-Judge Dittenhofer 
agreed to submit briefs as soon as they 
received copies of the stenographer’s min- 
utes, and Magistrate Wentworth said he 
would render his decision at as early a day 
as possible. 

The cases of Alfred Kramer, a waiter in 
Wendel’s Park, arrested for selling a cigar 
Sunday, July 14, and of August Stroh- 
meier, waiter in the same place, arrested 
for selling ginger ale on the same day, took 
the same course as the Sulzer case, Magis- 
trate Wentworth saying that the decision 
in their cases would settle all similar cases 
now pending. 


HER SUN KILLED BY A FALL 


Mrs, Rinaldi then Attempted to Take 


Her Own Life. 
Mrs. Mary Rinaldi, a young Itelian 
woman, is in the Bellevue Hospital, suffer- 
ing from an incised wound of the throat, 
self-inflicted. About half-past 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning Mrs. Rinaldi left her 
three-year-old boy, Joseph, sleeping on a 
bed in her apartment on the third floor of 
the tenement No. 122 Washington Street, 
while she went out to get some milk for 
breakfast. 

She had been gone but a few minutes 
when two Italian boys who live in the same 
tenement came running up to her and told 
her that her little son had fallen out of 
the window and was killed. She, upon 


hearing this, ran to the house and when 
she saw her babe lying dead on the flags 
of the yard in the rear of the house she 
became hysterical. She stood over the life- 
less body of her child for a moment, then, 
realizing what had happened, hurried to 
the barber shop of her husband, a few 
doors away, at 127 Washington Street, os- 
tensibly to tell her husband of what had 
occurred. 

On entering the shop, without uttering a 
word she went to the razor case, and, tak- 
ing a razor, slashed her throat with it be- 
before her husband could divine her purpose 
and prevent her from doing herself any in- 
ury. 
She was taken in an ambulance, first to 
the Hudson Street, and later to Bellevue 
Hospital, where last night the doctors said 
she was suffering more from hysteria than 
from the wound, and that she would doubt- 
less recover,

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This a Witness Says in the Ludlow 
Street Case. 


KEEPERS TOOK A HAND, HE DECLARES 


Grand Jury Committee Visits the 
Prison to Look Over the Place— 
Sheriff Tamsen May Give 


Some Testimony. 


The festive game of draw poker did not 
go out of fashion in Ludlow Street Jail with 
the retirement of Tammany Hall Wardens, 
according to two witnesses called yester- 
day for the Grand Jury. 

Bauer, one of the keepers under Sheriff 


Tamsen, and John Feldhammer, who was 
appointed engineer at the jail by Mr. Tam- 
sen, both declared yesterday, in the Crim- 
inal Courts Building, that the jail officials 
under the present Sheriff not alone per- 
mitted the prisoners, criminal -and civil, 
to play among themselves, but that the 
Officials at times took a friendly hand, much 
to their own satisfaction and emolument. 

Before examining any of the witnesses 
Summoned, eight members of the Grand 
Jury, in pursuance of Recorder Goff’s in- 
structions to probe the’ matter of the es- 
cape of the Post Office robbers from the 
jail, made a trip to Ludlow Street in the 
morning. The eight went as a special com- 
mittee, and will report to the full Grand 
Jury. 

The committee was met at the jail by 
Sheriff Tamsen, who escorted them all over 
the building. They examined the course 
the robbers took {In getting out, of the 
building, and had a lengthy conference with 
Warden Archibald. When the Grand Jury- 
men left they shook hands most amiably 


with Mr. Tamsen and his Warden, but 
tney declined to make any comments on the 
result of their trip. 

As soon as the committee returned to the 
Criminal Courts Building the Grand Jury 
resumed the examination of witnesses be- 
gun the day before. Feldhammer, the engi- 
neer, Was among the first men called, When 
he came out of the Grand Jury room he 
spoke very freely of what he knew or pro- 
fessed to know. He said he had given up 
a thirty-five-dollar-a-week position in a 
brewery for the job of engineer at the jail, 
which paid only $1,000 a year, because he 
had expected a steady place. Instead, he 
now found himself turned out because the 
keepers had permitted a lot of dangerous 
criminals to escape. 

While he held his job, he declared, con- 
stant demands were made on him for con- 
tributions toward presents for the Sheriff. 
He showed an, itemized account of his ex- 
penses for the month of July. ‘The amount 
was $100. One item read: “ Extorted from 
me, for contribution to Sheriff Tamsen’s 
badge, $5.” 

Feldhammer said that he told Warden 
Archibald that he would sue the Sheriff for 
money due. Archibald advised him care- 
lessly to go ahead; that the Sheriff-did not 
care how many suits were brought, as the 
burden of them all fell on the city. ‘* War- 
den Raabe played cards with the prisoners,”’ 
said Feldhammer, ‘and when he lost he 
said, ‘Charge that to me.’ I thought there 
was something wrong just before the pris- 
oners got out of the jail. The Warden 
looked as wise as a fox and told me all the 
time to keep my mouth shut.” 

Feldhammer speaks very broken English. 
He was evidently prejudiced against Sheriff 
Tamsen, and spoke with the utmost reck- 
lessness. 

Bauer, the ex-keeper, was equally free 
with his speech to the reporters while wait- 
ing to be called before the Grand Jury. He 
declared that one of the keepers, named 
Hartnagle, who was later called by the 
Grand’ Jury, was mainly responsible fox 
the escape of the prisoners. Continuing, 
Bauer said: 

“There will be a witness before the Grand 
Jury, a Spaniard, whose name I don’t know, 
who will tell a great deal about how the 
prisoners acted before they got away. He 
will mention what hints they dropped while 
playing cards with other prisoners. This 
witness ts a Ludlow Street Jalil prisoner.” 

‘Were the prisoners allowed to play 
cards? ’’ Bauer was asked. The ex-keeper 
smiled broadly. 

4 course they were,” he answered. 
“They played a'‘l the time. Sometimes 
they played all night.’’ 

* Poker? ”’ 

“Poker and hearts, and they always 
played .for money. The Spaniard who is to 
testify used to play with the Post Office 
robbers.”’ 

‘* Did Warden Raabe and the keepers play 
with the prisoners? ’”’ 

“ The arden only played once with the 
‘prisoners, as far as I can remember,” was 

auer’s answer. ‘“ But he used to play 
fore frequently with the hall keeper, Mc- 

‘ahe.,’’ 

Sheriff Tamsen called at the Criminal 
Court Building in the belief that the Grand 
Jury wanted to examine him. He was told 
that he could appear before that body if he 
desired, but that he would not be specially 
summoned. Mr. Tamsen declared that he 
would consider whether or not he would 
viake a@ voluntary statement to the Grand 
ury. 

The investigation will be continued to-day. 


NO APPEAL YET FOR MARIA BARBELLA 


Two People Who Want to Die in Her 
y Place, 


ALBANY, July 30.—The Clerk of the Court 
of Appeals said to-day that no notice of ap- 
peal has yet been filed from the judgment 
of the lower court sentencing Maria Bar- 
bella to be electrosecuted for the murder of 
her betrayer. The court will not meet un- 
til October, and if a notice of appeal is filed 
the arguments before the court of last re- 
sort, will be heard next October, as capital 
cases have preference. A notice of appeal 
will act as a stay until after the Court of 
Appeals disposes of the case. 

Gov. Morton is in daily receipt of com- 
munications in regard to the Maria Bar- 


bella case. An anonymous correspondent 
writes from Fort Scott, Kan., as follows: 


Il notice in the papers that one Maria Barbella 
has been tried and condemned to death by the 
laws of your State. I, being an unbeliever in 
capital punishment, wish to make you a proposi- 
tion, believing, as I do, that you are a man of 
mercy. I propose to offer to you that which if 
you are as patriotic an American as I am you 
cannot refuse, but grant me the privilege of what 
I ask. I understand that this Maria Barbella 
is to die for killing her betrayer. I propose to 
you, if the laws of your State are so strict that 
laey demand the blood of this helpless woman, 
that the great State of New-York procure pass- 
age for me from this city to your’s, and that 
I’ be permitted to fill this doomed woman's 
place and let her go free. I think ft a dis- 
grace on our nation for her to be executed. Let 
me know if your laws will allow me to take her 
place in case’she must be electrosecuted, » Thank 
God, I have an immortal soul that the law of 
New-York cannot control, so I fear not what 
men can do. It is God alone that I put trust 
in. You can announce that there is one such man 
in the City of Fort Scott. I withhold my name 
for the present, as I do not want to be bothered 
by the curious. 

Warden Sage of Sing Sing Prison has also 
received a communication from a woman, 
asking that she be allowed to take: Maria 
Barbella’s place. in the electric chair in case 
she must die. 


DAYS FOR REGISTRATION OF VOTERS 


Big Corps of Men Will Be Required in 
Conducting the Elections, 


It was announced at the Bureau of Elec- 
tions yesterday that the days of registration 
prescribed by law this year are Tuesday,, 
Oct. $8; Wednesday, Oct. 16; Friday, Oct. 25, 
and Saturday, Oct. 26. Election day Is 
Tuesday, Nov. 5. The services of 11,040 
election officers will be required at. the 1,380 
election districts in the city. This does not 
include the new annexed territory, where 
probably about 100 more election officers 
will be needed. 

In the 1,380 election districts in the city 
there will be on duty on the registry days 
and election day, 5,520 Inspectors of. Elec- 
tion. In addition to the ‘nspectors, 2,760 
poll clerks, and the same number of ballot 
clerks will serve on e‘ection day, making 
11,040 election officers in all. 

Chief Clerk Allen of the Blection Bureau 
said that the election this year would cost 
the city, in round figures, about $450,000. 
This includes the salaries of election officers, 
printing of ballots, election stationery, and 
the advertising of nominations, boundaries 
of districts, and location of polling places.

Negroes Who Accompanied the March Expedi- 
tion Report Great Suffering and Priva- 
tion by the Deludea Emigrants. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 30.—At the Way- 
farers’ Lodge, Lombard Street, homesick 
and destitute, are three negroes of Arkan- 
sas, who have just returned from Liberia, 
whither they went as colonists some months 
ago. Of nearly 100 companions in the ex- 
pedition, some are sald to have died of 
Starvation, and others are eking out a 
wretched existence in. Africa. 

The three men were farmers of Jefferson 
County, Ark., Frank Shelton, who has a 


wife and four children there; J. R. Tucker, 
who has a family, and Ebenezer Russell, 
who is unmarried. 

They say the International Immigration 
Society of Birmingham, Ala., offered twen- 
ty-five acres of land to every colonist, and 
used as indorsement the name of Bishop H. 
M. Turner of Atlanta, Ga.. The subscribers 
were required to pay $41 in advance, and 
their passage to Savannah. In return, they 
were to be given their passage, food, and 
the land on arrival. 

The ship sailed in March for Monrovia 
with ninety-seven colonists, who were in 
the care of the society’s Secretary. The 
men declare they were simply dumped 
ashore and allowed to shift for themselves. 
A score of their comrades died of climate 
fever, and some, it was reported, perished 
by starvation. Work could not be secured, 
and the flesh of dead animals and snakes 
was seized upon with avidity for food. 

Shelton and his two neighbors saw no 
hope for them in the colony, and succeeded 
in a passe e to Liverpool, and 
thence to Phi ee ja. They expect help 
from Arkansas which will enable them to 
return to their homes. 


DR. ROOKER AT THE CATHOLIC LEGATION 


He Has Been Taking a Vacation—The 
Business of the Church. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—Dr. -Rooker, 
secretary of Mgr. Satolli, the Papal Dele- 
gate to the United States, returned to the 
legation to-day after a vacation of a 
month’s duration, spent at Albany. He 
found, he said this evening, nothing on the 
files of. the legation of public interest or 
Importance that had accumulated during 
his absence. Two or three matters, none 
of any grave importance, had been dis- 
posed of, 

The trouble between Bishop Bonacum and 
two of his priests had been settled. The 
Bishop informed Mgr, Satolli that he had 
withdrawn the edict of expulsion from his 
diocese, which, apparently, was satisfac- 
tory to the priests. 

The legation had been notified that Mgr. 
O’Connell, rector of the American College 
in Rome, had resigned that office after an 
incumbency of six years, but no statement 
of the reasons moving him had been given. 
Dr. Rooker said Mgr. O’Connell’s action 
was inexplicable to him. As to the report 
that the Monsignor’s uncle, Father O’Con- 
nell of Brooklyn, was to be elevated to 
the episcopacy, the secretary said the le- 
gation possessed no information whatever. 
There are now three Bishoprics in the 
United States vacant—the dioceses of San 
Antonio; Sioux City, and Sacramento. But 
father O’Connell’s name is not on the Hst 
of names submitted by the clergy to the 
Delegate, and by him forwarded to Rome, 
from which the Bishops are to be selected. 

Dr. Rooker was questioned regarding the 
report that Mer. tolli is to be made a 
Cardinal and his office here filled by an- 
other. He responded with a good deal of 
impatience in his manner: ‘Oh, that story 
again? It seems that some one thinks it 
smart to revive it periodically, changing 
the name of the successor every time to 
give it variety. There is nothing in it.”

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MAKE SURE OF THE SENATS.

When that body meets in December it 
will be made up of forty-three Republic- 
ans, thirty-eight Democrats, and seven 
Democratic and Republican Populists. 
That condition of parties may remain 
until 1897, when the successors to twen- 
ty-nine Senators will be chosen, Of these 
twenty-nine, twelve are now Republic- 
ans, fourteen arc Democrats, and three 
are Populists, It is safe to assume that 
ten of the States now represented by 
Republicans will be held for that party, 
and that they may gain three Senators 
from States now held by Populists and 
one from the Democrats. That will give 
them fourteen of the new Senators. 
‘On the other hand, shouid the Demo- 
erats secure the Utah Senators and hold 
New-York and Ohio they would have 
sixteen of the new Senators in 1897. If 
Nevada remained a strict silver State 
and its new Senator insisted upon stan«|- 
ing out with Stewart, the Populists in 
the Senate would be but three in number 
—Allen of Nebraska, Stewart, and Jones 
—if Jones insisted upon returning from 
Nevada, It appears to be possible that 
in 1897 the Senate may stand forty-five 
Democrats, forty-one Republicans, and 
three independents, 

If New-York State is thrown away to 
the Republicans, the chance of making 
the above showing better will be gone. 
it is for the Democrats of Hlinois, Ohio, 
Wisconsin, North Carolina, and Utah to 
work out the advantage of the party in 
those States. New-York Democrats who 
can appreciate the importance of hav- 
ing control of the Senate of the United 
States, particularly in the possible event 
of a change of Administration, will need 
but little urging to impress upon them 
the supreme need of united and hearty 
action this year and next. 

It must be borne in mind that the Sen- 
ate to be chosen in Nevember will sit for 
three years, and that its members will 
participate in: the election of the suc- 
cessor to Senator Murphy, as well as to 
Senator Hill. Before that time the 
Democratic Party may have resumed, in 
other States, the ascendency it has tem- 
porarily lost, and it may be an easy 
matter to obtain a strong majority in the 
Senate. This is the critica] year. If har- 
mony and unity of action in the State 
are ever to be of use to the party in the 
Nation, it is.evident that they should be 
invoked for the campaign of November, 
1895. 

SHERIFSS AND CORONERS. 

It is a great pity that two of the most 
important departments of the City Gov- 
ernment, and two that have to do di- 
rectly with the administration of justice, 
should have become objects of public 
odium and contempt, 

The Sheriff's office was exhibited, in its 
management of Ludlow Street Jail, on 
the Fourth of July, as a masterpiece of 
incompetency. The exhibition lacked 
nothing to make the humiliation of it 
complete. Instead of being a terror to 
evildoers, the jailers were shown to be in 
abject terror of the evildoers. These 
were very important malefactors, whom 
it was of the utmost consequence to 


keep confined, and the safekeeping of 


them was, so to speak, @ debt of honor 
owed by this community to the United

The Coroners are quite as bad in their 
way. ‘ Crowner’s quest law,” which has 
been a butt sinee the time of Shake- 
speare, Was never more a butt than it is 
with us just now. There never was a 
more disgraceful public proceeding in’ a 
civilized country than the inquest into 
the suicide of a perverse and unfortu- 
nate girl, which closed yesterday with a 
verdict declaring that there was no evi- 
dence to hold any living person to any 
degree of responsibility for her death. 
There has not at any time been any rea- 
son for believing that there was such 
evidence. On the face of it the death 
was a suicide. Yet the Coroner, 
O’Meagher, issued warrants not only for 
the arrest of various persons named, but 
actually for the arrest of ‘John Doe,” 
that is to say, of anybody whom the per- 
son intrusted with the warrant might 
take a notion to arrest. There seems to 
be no authority conferred by the Revised 
Statutes of this State for a Coroner to is- 
sue a warrant, except after and in con- 
sequence of the verdict of his jury, so 
it seems doubtful whether O’Meagher 
has not very likely exceeded his powers, 
and is liable to removal on that account. 
However that may be, his action was a 
gross abuse of his power, if he had any 
power, for it does not seem to have been 
dictated by any more respectable motive 
than a belief that the persons named 
and unnamed in his warrant could, if 
they would, tell stories about the suicide 
that would interest the public and that 
the reporters could not get out of them 
unless aided by the pressure of the Cor- 
oner’s warrant.. Another Coroner, named 
Hoeber, who had nothing to do with the 
case, and who seems to be a boor as 
well as an incompetent, made himself 
conspicuous at the inquest. 

The welfare of the city would be served 
by the creation of two vacancies in the 
office of Coroner, and we have seen no 
evidence that it would be injured by the 
creation of a vacancy in the Shrievalty.

WHOLESOME INFLATION, 

Some of the political financiers who are 
still urging the people in outlying dis- 
tricts of the land to vote for free silver 
in order to “raise prices,’’ and because 
the “country needs more money” would 
do well to study the effects of the re- 
cent restoration of confidence in the hon- 
esty of the American people. They will 
find that the simple integrity and cour- 
age of the Administration in making 
plain its resolute purpose to meet all the 
obligations of the Government honor- 
ably has done more to bring about an 
advance in prices than could have been 
done by any possible addition to the yol- 
ume of the currency, 

If they go back only to the opening 
month of this year, immediately preced- 
ing the syndicate loan of February, and 
compare prices then prevailing with very 
limited sales with prices at present, they 
will see a very marked change. For the 
purpose of showing how great this 
change has been, let us take a half score 
ef well-known stocks of established and 
solid corporations, all of them now sell- 
ing at above 95, note the difference be- 
tween the lowest prices in January and 
the prices at present, and calculate the 
actual increase in value of the outstand- 
ing stoek. This is done in the following 
table, the ¢apital of each corporation be- 
ing given in millions, and fractions being 
omitted from the prices quoted. The in- 
crease in value is stated in dollars, three 
ciphers omitted:

It, will be noticed that this is not a 
long list of stocks; that all included in it 
are actual business enterprises and none 
of them is of the sort in which mere 
speculation controls prices; that they are 
what would be regarded as sound collat- 
eral for loans, which is a good test of so- 
lidity, and that they are geographically 
yery widely distributed, They cover 
some 20,000 miles of railroad operated, 
and their total outstanding stock is a 
little over $400,000,000. The average ad- 
vance in the prices of these stocks has 
been a little more than 10 per cent,, and 
the total addition to the value by this ad- 
vance has been very nearly $42,000,000. 
Now, if we should suppose that $42,000,- 
000 of silver dollars had been coined 
within this last half year, or that $42,- 
000,000 of the silver in the Treasury had 
been paid out for Treasury notes, as was 
urged by the silyer men, how would the 
case have been, after this yielding to the 
demand for “‘more money"? It would 
have resulted in a complete or nearly 
somplete destruction of confidence, and 
these ten stocks would have fallen far 
more than they have actually risen. 
This is but a plain concrete example of 
what has gone on all over the country, 
and the, gain invoived in this case is but 
a minute fraction of that which has 
been attained.

SETTLING THE SEAL QUESTION, 

The reports of the officers of the reve. 
nue cutters patrolling Bering Sea seem 
to indicate that the seal question has 
been pretty nearly settled by the pelagic 
slaughter that has been going on in spite 
of modus vivendi and regulations of the 
Paris tribunal. Last season’s experience 
showed; that the regulations produced 
no perceptible check upon the slaughter, 
and this year’s observation indicates 
that the seal herds have been pretty 


national agreement for the protection of 
seal life in the Northern Pacific and Ber- 
ing Sea, to which at least Great Britain, 
Russia, and the United States should be 
parties. It was as much for the interest 
of one of these powers as another that the 
promiscuous slaughter of the seals should 
be stopped. It was no advantage even to 
British Columbia to have the sealing in- 
dustry prosecuted in a way to destroy it. 
To England it furnished a valuable 
branch of commerce, as even the skins 
taken on the Pribilof Islands were sent 
to London to be dressed and dyed. 

- This policy of protection by interna- 
tional agreement, the only kind that 
could possibly be effective, was that 
which Secretary Bayard endeavored to 
carry out when he was baffled by a hos- 
tile Republican Senate. It was followed 
by the blundering Blaine pretension that 
our Government alone had the right and 
the power toe prevent the killing of seals 
in the open sea, by way of protecting its 
own interests in the waters of Alaska. 


This came to nothing except a continued 


slaughter of seals and the Paris arbitra- 
tion, of which the practical outcome thus 
far is an obligation to pay for the seiz- 
ures previously made. It has | been 
proved that the “ regulations”’ afford no 
protection, and under their operation the 
seal question bids fair to be settled by 
the extermination of the seals. 


A WET SUNDAY ON LONG ISLAND. 

Mr. Theodore Roosevelt has a great 
deal to answer for, as he himself must 
be becoming aware. The defection of the 
German vote from the cause of reform 
will be, when it actually occurs, a mat- 
ter for lamentation. But there is almost 
as much material for reflection in the ex- 
treme humidity of the suburban Sunday 
caused by the forcible desiccation of the 
urban Sunday, ' 

This is shown in many ways, but it is 
most affectingly exhibited in the un- 
precedented multiplication of (suburb- 
an snake stories. As yesterday’s Times 
bore witness, the dry Sunday of New- 
York extends its ravages and pro- 
pels its victims as far away as remote, 
unfriended, melancholy, slow Patchogue, 
and when the returns of snake stories 
are all in, we may expect to hear of 
ophidian monsters from Quogue-by-the- 
Sea and Far Yaphank. It was to be ex- 
pected that the encounters with snakes 
wuuld be reported on Monday. The 
most rapid fugitive from the drought of 
New-York could “get forrad”’ 
enough to see snakes on Sunday. The 
most he can do on Sunday is to lay an 
ample busis for seeing snakes on Mon- 
day. 

It was “two white-throated black- 
snakes" that alarmed the belated revel- 
ers of Patchogue. It was “three young 
city men,” quite naturally, 
them first, and not only saw them but 
were attacked by them in a boat—a boat 
laden to the gunwale with bait.

will favor allowing the people of the 
cities to regulate these matters for them- 
selves, so far as they alone are affected.

He had accepted an offer to be- 
come City Chamberlain, The twenty-five 
thousand-dollar-a-year position will va- 
cated by Joseph J. O’Donohue at or about 
12 o'clock to-morrow. His resignation was 
laced in Mayor Strone’s hands before the 
atter started for Richfield Springs early 
in July, 

‘Phere is nothing of especial interest to 
the public in connection with it,” said 
Mayor Strong. ‘It ig merely a formal an- 
nouncement of Mr. O’Donohue’s resigna- 
tion, to take effect Aug. 1. His reason for 
Te) doing is a physical ailment from which 
he has long been suffering. There was no 
necessity for him toa write a long letter. 
We had talked the matter over, and thor-~ 
oughly understood each other. 

““He had spoken to me several times 
about resigning, but I told him on every oc- 
casion he could remain as long as he 
pleased. We talked about it the day I was 
down at Elberon arranging for quarters 
for my family. I think it was then he said 
he would prefer to go by Aug. 1.” 

Gen, McCook went out from the Mayar’s 
office. and proceeded to arrange the final 
details for his sureties for this high salaried 
office, Its a comfortable sum, for wich he 
must be bonded.

He went, as did four or five 
brothers, and served in the voluntesrs 
until it- was over, and retired with the 
brevet rank of Brigadier General, ed 

He came to New-York in 18738, and twice 
since then has represented a district of 
the city in Congress. In 1883 he was-ehosen 
Secretary of the United States Senate, and 
remained there until the Democrats gained 
control of that body and reorganiz him 
out, in 1893. In local politics Gen. McCook 
has been active since a year ago last Win- 
ter, when he was one of the Committee 
of Thirty to reorganize the New-York Coun- 
ty machine. He is a member of the County 
Committee now, a Brookfield man, and the 
most aggressive fighter in the committee 
that rallies to the support of Mr. 
Brookfield and the administration. 

The Chamberlain to be was one of the 
Committee of Seventy, and after .Mayor 
Strang was nominated Gen. McCook man- 
aged his campaign. He is also a tinember 
of the Union League Club. 

Gen. McCook, having the richest. plum 
that grows on the municipal tree has other 
plume of his own to distribute.

Most of our 
members are owners of tenement houses, and as 
such, in constant contact with tenants, they can 
speak with authority, that the strict enforcement 
of the Sunday law leads to a greater comsumption 
of alcoholic beverages, as it causes the whos 
family to partake of the spirituous liquary: whic 
would not be the case {f male members of the 
respective families could satisfy their desire for 
drinks in a saloon. It is an alarming fact that 
there is more beer and strong Uqiors cafried into 
the house on Saturday evenings now than on all 
other days during the week. 

We therefore appeal to your Honor the Mayor 
of the City of New-York, to cause the Police De- 
partment to give the Sunday law the most liberal 
and reasonable interpretation. : 

We further declare upon our honor that at the 
last election this organization did its “utmost 
among the tenants to help the cause of mru- 
nicipal reform in the interest of govern- 
ment, but as it is, with eat sorrow we must 
state that we are perfectly convinced that. the 
present reform Administration will be buried 
under an avalanche of votes at the next election 
if the obnoxious law is continued to be enforced 
as rigidly as it bas been within the last three 
or four Sundays. 

Mayor Strong Hstened to the petition, and 
then declared himself in a way that could 
not be misunderstood. He sald: 

I am sorry, but I cannot do what you ask. 
This administration was elected, as you know, 
because of the laxity of Tammany Hall in én- 
forcing the laws, particularly the excise’ law, 
and on account of the evils which grew. there- 


on Lexow committee investigation clearly 
proved that the excise law had not been made 
to be enforced, but to bleed the saloon keepers. 

In enforcing it strictly the saloon keeper's in- 
terests are being subserved.

Religious Views in the South. 


From The Chautauqua Assembly Herald. 

Bishop Hugh Miller Thompson, who told 
us that all men are Christians—some good 
and some bad—comes from Jackson, Miss. 
He tells me he has been in the South since 
1876, having gone at that time from a parish 
in New-York City to become a rector in 
New-Orleans, He has in his diocese, which 
includes the State of Mississippi, about 
ninety parishes. “ No,’ said he, replying to 
my question, “ the Episcopal Church is not 
especially strong in the South, although it 
is growing rapidly. The Baptists and 
Methodists are strongest in our part of the 
country. There is very little unbelief in 
the South—none at all in the country dis- 
tricts. The Southern people are not liberal 
in religious views; they are very conserva- 
tive. outhern Presbyterians wouldn't tol- 
erate Dr. Briggs for a moment, and Meth- 
odists down there do not believe at all in 
higher criticism. ‘Those who are not pro- 
fessed Christians all expect to be some day 
converted, and they do not doubt that if 
they aren’t converted they will go to hades 
—and they believe in the regular orthodox 
hades, too.’’

CANADIAN PLAN TO SEIZE THE NIAGARA 


A Scheme to Divert Its Waters Four 
Miles Above the Falls,

Dr, Biggs Not Identified bys Baker 
“Iipsker—Mr, Low Says the 
3 ‘Inquest ‘Was Like a

“ Self-inflictea, with suicidal intent,” was 
the wound found in the head of Lillian 
Low, according to the unhesitating verdict 
of the jury. impaneled by Coroner O' Meagh- 
er in the case of \the daughter of James 
Low, Jr.,: who. was found dead near Fort 
George July 23. ‘ 

The murder theories petered out at the 
inquest yesterday when the industrious and’ 
notoriety-seeking baker, Oscar Lipsker, 
failed to identify Dr. Thomas J. Biggs as 
the man he saw drinking soda water with 
a young girl at Fort George July 20, and 
Dr. Biggs, Miss Amelia K, Hansen, and 
Henry: T. Champney, who were arrested 
on an affidavit made by Lillian’s father, 
were tardily rehabilitated by the verdict 
and promptly discharged. 

The consideration of the case occupied 
less than an hour, Acting District Attor- 
ney Weeks possessed himself of every. fact 
that Mr:.Low and the police could offer, 
and decided, while in full sympathy. with 
Mr. Low in. his bereavement, that the best, 
the people could do would be to submit to 
the jury a plain statement of fact, as it was 
apparent that no other theory than suicide 
was tenable. Assistant District Attorney 
Hennessy therefore ignored a mass of con- 
fiicting testimony based. on. gossip and 
vacuous surmises, the admission of which 
would have simply taken up time without 
changing the inevitable and logical conclu- 
sion arrived at by those who had studied 
the circumstances of Miss Low’s end dispas- 
sionately. 

Attempts made to sway Coroner 
O'Meagher in the interest of sensaticnalism 
failed, and he was prepared to present the 
evidence to the jury and conduct the in- 
quisition without serving the ends of malev-. 
olence or the’ interests of sensation mon- 
gers. This policy dictated the withholding 
until after the inquest of an anorymous com- 
munication from a crank or a malicious or 
mischievous person Wh.ch was given to 
him by Capt. Pickett.

Effect of Placing the Government Of- 
fice Under Its Rules. 
WASHINGTON, July 30.—One of the 
effects of the extension of the civil service 
rules to the employes of the Government 
Printing Office will be a lessening of the 
influence heretofore exerted by the organi- 
zation of compositors in this city, one of 
the branches of the typograhical union. 
The placing of employes of this office u.ider 
the civil service rules has resulted already 
in the abolition of piece work, and type- 
setters, pressmen, and bookbinders, who 
hitherto have been compensated according 
to the actual amount of labor performed, 
have been placed under salaries. 

Among the compositors the average wages 
is $3.20 per day. This is a decrease in the 
income of most of them, who formerly had 
no trouble in making from $5 to $9 in the 
eight hours which was specified as a day’s 
work. 

Under the old rates and methods of cal- 
| culation the typographical union practically 
| dicated to the Public Printer. The union 
| decided the prices per thousand ems which 
| the compositors were to receive, and ar- 

ranged for the extras, such as overtime 


work and’ tabular work, of which there was 
a great deal. : 
| Local publishers usually experienced the 


effect of this influence by being obliged to 
accede to the demands of the union, which 
gained its strength by the fact that the 
vast majority of its membership was em- 
ployed by the Government. In fact among 
compositors and pressmen the union men 
engaged on outside work were insignificant 
in number, compared with those who were 
on the pay rolis of the Government Printing 
Office. 

The members of the union are interested 
in the recent action of the Public Printer 
in changing the rate of compensation from 

| plece work to per day. The union men 
approved this on the suggestion that it 
would allow the employment of a greater 
force, the theory being that men on. per 
diem pay would not do the amount of work 
which is usual on piece work. 

Complaint seems to have arisen from the 
fact that the printing office authorities 
have decided to have something like a 
reasonable performance of duties, with the 
result that the increase in the force will be 
small. The establishment of the regular 
salary for all printers and the extension 
of the ¢ivil service rules to the printing 
office materially diminish the influence of 
the’ uniéns in Washington, as it need no 
longer be a question whether a pressman, 

| compositor, or bookbinder is a member of 
the unions.

AURANIA REACOES PORT 


Crack inthe Main Steam Pipe 
Caused Delay. ! 


COPPER PATCH FOR THE FISSURE 


Passengers Knew of the Accident and 
Amused Themselves While the 
Necessary Repairs Were 
Being Made at Sea. 


The Cunarder Aurania, whose mishap at 
sea was told by The New-York Times yes- 
terday, reached port under her own steam 
early yesterday forenoon. A crack which 
had been opened in the vessel’s main steam © 


Pipe was the cause of delay. Thirty-five 
hours were consumed in riveting a copper 
patch under the fissure. ‘ 

The Aurania reached Quarantine at 10 A. 
M., and, after a short stop there, proceeded 
to the Cunard pier. Her home-coming was 
marked with no incident, and only the usual 
crowd of people who had friends on board 
assembled to welcome the straggler. 

Cespt. McKay gave a brief description of 
the voyage and referred the reporters t@ 
Chief Engineer Mungall for a technical ace ~ 
count of the injury. The Scot wrathfully 
demanded their ‘mission, and when told that 
Capt. McKay had referred the delegation 
to him, he exploded like a bursting main 
and wanted everybody, Capt. McKay. in- 
cluded, to know that he was monarch of 
things below, and, moreover, he wasn’t 
going to be interviewed. And he made good 
his word. 


This is what happened to the Aurania? 
On the evening of the fourth day out from 
port the hfss of escaping steam was no- 
ticed. by those on board. The vapor rose in 
great waves from the engine room, but, as 
the machinery had not stopped, no alarm 
was felt by the passengers. Steam con- 
tinued to escape, and shortly afterward it 
became generally known that a crack whieh 
had opened in the main steam pipe was the ~ 
causé of the trouble. The fissure bow 
incréased in size, and during the night the 
vessel was run at reduced speed. 

It finally became necessary to stop the 
vessel, and the ship came to a standstill on 
the following mourning. The damaged sec- 
tion was then removed, and the work of 
bolting a sheet of copper on the inside 
of the pipe under the fracture was be- 
gun. The work of bolting a sheet of cop- 
per to a pipe of the same materia! is usu-~ 
ally a very: simple and easily accomplished ~ 
task. In this instance it was made tedious 
by the location of the fracture, which was — 
in-the elbow of the pipe, and for that rea. ~ 
son it required much.more than the usual 
time to fit the patch, ; 

The passengers, meanwhile, had been in<« 
formed as tou what was going on by. the fol- 
lowing notice, which. was printed on :

~ Police Commissioners Want Men Who 
Would Improve the Force. 


“THE LESSONS OF EXCESSIVE ZEAL 


President Roosevelt Talks of Recent 
Arrests—Pablic and Private 
Records of Police- 


men Wanted. 


Through stupidity, excess of zeal, or from 
m desire to bring the policy of the pres- 
ent Police Board into disrepute, several po- 
licemen have lately made arrests for trivial 
vauses. 

The cover for these arrests has usually 
been the Sunday observance clause of the 
Penal Code, which leaves a great deal to 
the discretion of the policeman. 

A boy was arrested two or three Sundays 
@go for selling clam-bait to a party of fish- 
ermen. Another boy was brought before a 
city Magistrate charged with having sold 
lozenges Sunday. 

The latest case of this kind occurred last 
Sunday. Joseph Leibertz was arrested, ac- 
cording to accounts in several morning pa- 
pers, for raking his front yard Sunday aft- 
ernoon. When brought before Magistrate 
Crane, in Morrisania Court, by Patrolman 
MeCarthy, his accuser. Leibertz was not 
asked for any defense. He was discharged, 
and the patrolman was cautioned to use 
better judgment the next time he made 
an arrest. 

President Roosevelt was asked yesterday 
by a reporter for The New-York Times 
whether his attention had been called to 
this class of cases, and what action had 
been taken by him in regard to them. 

* As soon as I saw a report of the Leib- 
ertz case this morning,’ said Mr. Roose- 
Velt, “I sent at once for Patrolman Mc- 
Carthy to ask him for an explanation of 
the arrest. 

*% He explained that the published reports 
were not accurate. According to his ver- 
sion, Leibertz was not raking his front 
yard, but was digging out a cellar abutting 


on the public street, with the aid of a hired 

snan. 

“ Moreover, the patrolman did not act 
on his own volition. His attention was 
called to the violation of the Sunday law 
by some persons who, while going to 
church, saw Leibertz and his helper at 
work. This was, therefore, the performance 
of manual labor on Sunday which could 
be done equally well at any other time, 
and, under the circumstances, the police- 
man did only his duty. 

‘My attention was not called to the case 
of the boy who was arrested for selling 
clam bait. 

“I may say that it is the aim of the 
Police Board not to interfere in any way 
with the lawful exercise of individual liberty 
en the part of any citizen. Among 4,000 
men there will always be some who are 
ignorant or stupid, and others who are 
consumed by zeal without discretion. We 
@re daily endeavoring to make the mem- 
bers of the police foree understand that 
they must execute the duties imposed upon 
them with intelligence as well as earnest- 
ness. 

“There is a third class of men now in the 
police force who may attempt to cast 
odium upon us by carrying out their orders 
80 as to give needless irritation to the aver- 
@ge citizen. They may make arrests for 
trivial reasons, or use methods in enforc- 
‘ing the law which will provide material 
for the foes of the Police Department. We 
@re constantly on the lookout for cases of 
this kind, and the members of the force who 
@re detected in such practices need expect 
no mercy. 

* As regards. collusion between patrolmen 
and saloon keepers, we have already the 
nanies of two members of the force which 
have Ween given to us by civilians. These 
men. will be brought to trial as speedily as 
Ossible, Nor do we expect to. end with 
WO cases. We are -using the services: of 
civilians to detect neglect of duty . and 
Tremissness on the part of the patrolmen, 
and we hope to have results from this 
source until the character of the whole 
force is permanently elevated. 

“The number of men rejected in the re- 
cent examinations for admission to the 
force is the first step toward raising its 

_ intelligence to a higher standard. While 

. ‘we do not expect that the new men will 
Mot make mistakes of judgment, we think 
that they will be able to carry out more 
faithfully the orders they receive in the 
Spirit in which these orders are given. 

; “The police force is in great need of 
good men who are not only qualified phys- 
ically, but metally as well. There are 
many positions open for men of brawn 
and brains on the force. I do not mean 
that men must be classically educated, but 
men who know their ‘three Rs”’ I cannot 
understand why men hold back from en- 
deavoring to secure good positions. Out of 
the 1,800 applicants who have been ex- 
amined, not more than 160 of them are 
qualified to fill the position of: policeman, 
and many more are needed to fill positions. 

It makes no difference whether a man 
per @ political acquaintance in the world if 

é has the physique and the brains. Polit- 
ical influence has no beari®g with me, and 
@ man without such influence will be treat- 
ed the same as the man who has. Men are 
needed to fill the positions of patrolmen 
Roundsmen, Sergeants, and Captains, an 
the men who possess the proper qualifica- 
tions will be promoted as fast as they show 
themselves worthy of promotion. To such 
aie the positions are waiting for them to 

President Roosevelt received by mail yes- 
terday many letters indorsing the course of 
the Police Commissioners in enforcing the 
Sunday excise law.

| ACTING CAPTAINS KEPT’ GUESSING 


Six Bonded Yesterday, but That, Mr. An- 
drews Says, Does Not Indicate 
Their Promotion, 


Six of the Acting Captains appeared yes- 
terday at Police Headquarters and filed 
bonds for $10,000 each with the Treasurer 
of the board. 

The Acting Captains have not been re- 
quired hitherto to furnish bonds, as the men 
under their command have been paid by 
the Inspectors, each of whom is under a 
fifteen-thousand-dollar bond. The conse- 
quence of this was that the Inspectors 
had too much work to do on the first day 
of the month, and the mgn in some of the 
precincts were not paid until next day. 

To remedy this state of affairs, the Police 
Board at its meeting yesterday passed a 
resolution providing for the bonding of Ser- 
geants who were acting as Captains. Owing 
to the fact that some Acting Captains were 
summoned to giye bonds, while others were 
not, it was thought for a while by those 
concerned that the order to file bonds was 
a forecast of promotion. to full Captaincies. 

Commissioner Andrews, who is the Treas- 
urer of the Police Department, explained 
the matter yesterday as: follows: 

‘“‘As Treasurer of the: Police Department, 
I am under bonds amounting to $120,000. 
Since the department became short of Cap- 
tains the Inspectors have been compelled 
every month to pay the men in the po 
cincts that are in charge of Acting Cap- 
tains, and one Inspector has often had as 
much as $150,000 to carry around. The In- 
spectors are under only $15,000 bonds. 

“As I am under $120,000 bonds, and re- 
sponsible for all the money, I deemed it 
advisable to divide the responsibility. I 
therefore suggested that the Acting Cap- 
tains be directed to furnish bonds to the 
same amount as the full-fledged Captains, 
so that they can pay their men and re- 
lieve the Inspectors of this work. At the 
same time I am protected. 

“The Acting Captains of the City Hall 
and Grand Central Stations have not been 
asked to. give bonds, as the squads are 
small, and the Inspectors will continue to 
pay them. There were a few others left 
out. It must be distinctly understood that, 
because we have required these Sergeants 
to give bonds, it is no assurance that these 
particular officers will be promoted to Cap- 
tains. I was very careful to explain that 
to them all. The main object in putting 
them under bofids is to relieve the Inspect- 
ors of the work of paying the men in so 
many precincts.” 

The result of Commissioner Andrews’s ex- 
planation is that, while the Acting Cap- 
tains who gave bonds are assured that 
they are not sure of promotion on that 
account, those who have not been asked 
are afraid that they will be remanded back 
to the ordinary duties of Sergeants. 


WARD DETECTIVES ARE NEEDED NOW 


Acting Chief Conlin Says Experience 
Has Convinced the Police Department. 


All the signs at Police Headquarters point 
toward an early return to the system of 
ward detectives. 

Chief Conlin said yesterday that detect- 
ives attached to the various precincts werei 
very much needed to investigate petty 
thefts. He thought that experience had 
taught the Police Department that ward 
detectives were necessary. 

“Of course,’’ the Chief went on, “ the 
public believes that ward detectives are 
thieves and blackmailers, but there is no 
reason why they should be, If a Captain 
is honest the ward men will be honest. In 
the past the Captain has compelled the 
ward men to do all the work of the pre- 
cinct which will not bear, the light of day. 

“Under the new system which we have 
now I believe that a careful watch can 
be kept over the ward men, so that it 
will be impossible for them to be dishonest. 
The sooner the change is made the better 
for the department, as it will then be in a 
much more favorable cng’ ed to cope with 
the petty thieves of t city.” 

Acting Chief Conlin_yesterday. transferred 
Patrolmen Morris’ Cohen and Theodore, F. 
Schneider, both of the Macdougal Street 
Station, ‘to the. Detective Bureau, and as- 
signed them to. duty. Cohen has been de- 
tailed for some.time in the office of the 
Second Inspection District. 


HAD TO JUMP FOR THEIR LIVES 


Family Awoke Early in the Morning 
and Found the House Arfire. 


JERSEY CITY, July 30.—Mr. and Mrs, 
George Farrant, and their son, of 317 Holli- 
day Street, had a narrow escape with their 
lives this morning. They awoke at 8 o’clock 
to find the house in flames. 

Young Farrant escaped down the stair- 
way, but while Mr. Farrant was trying to 
prevail on Mrs. Farrant to try the stairs 
they were burned away. Mr. Farrant then 
threw several mattresses and pillows to the 
street, but Mrs. Farrant would not jump 
until he had shown her that the leap could 
be made in safety. He did so, and then 
Mrs. Farrant jumped. Unfortunately her 
night robe caught on the shutter of a 
first-story window, and she was thrown 
against the railing. which caused her to 
fall into the area. Her head was badly cut. 

Owing to a defect of the fire alarm, 2 
wrong signal was given, and when the fire- 
men arrived, it was impossible to’save the 
building.

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BARNESPULLS THE STRING 


Albany Republicans Tired of Combat- 
ing His Influence. 


SLFICHER’S SHREWD WAYS MISSED 


Mayoralty Candidates Invest in News- 
papers to Help Their Booms 
Along—Places on the 
Ticket. 


ALBANY, July 30.—Neither of the old- 
line political parties in this city is in 
what may be called excellent shape for the 
Fall campaign.g Of the two the Republican 
seems to be in the better condition to enter 
the arena. A month ago it was in much 
the worse order. But a political accident 


seemed to bring all factions but the Wil- 
son reformers under the Barnes banner. 

State Committeeman William Barnes, Jr., 
who by his triumph at the polls and in 
the conventions will be retained as a State 
Committeeman, sought to secure control 
of all the patronage in Albany County. 
His measure to reorganize the Police De- 
partment was defeated through the instru- 
mentality of Mayor Wilson. He also pro- 
posed to get control of the County Peni- 
tentiary, but District Attorney Burlin- 
game, a Republcan, was opposed to Mr. 
Barnes. County Treasurer Bowe, is the 
leader’ of the regular Democracy, -and 
Darius Rundel, the Chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors, though a Republican, could 
not be depended on by Mr. Barnes. These 
three were the persons in whose custody 
the penitentiary was. 

To secure the plum Mr. Barnes had a law 
passed which substituted County Clerk 
Walsh, Republican, who owed his nomina- 
tion to Mr. Barnes, for County .Treasurer 
Bowe, and Mr. Rundel was retired from the 
Chairmanship of the Supervisors, and James 
H.” Blessing, an out-and-out Barnes man, 
put in his place. When the time came for 
the commission to name a successor to 
James McIntyre, Mr. Walsh declared that 
he would vote for no one bit himself for 
Superintendent of the penitentiary. 

This made a three-cornered dead-lock. 
After two weeks’ continuance, Mr. Barnes 
called his opponents into conference, and 
promised to throw his support to their can- 
didate, Chester F. Dearstyne, for Superin- 
tendent, if they would promise to act in 
harmony with him this Fall, and return him 
to the State Committee. He had intended 
to retire from the State Committee upon 
the expiration of his present term. But the 
continued fight against him had aroused a 
desire to serve for another year. The com- 


act was quickly formed, both sides being 
qually glad of the opportunity. 

This left only the Wilson faction on the 
outskirts. Its leaders are Mayor Oren E. 
Wilson, who wants a renomination; Wil- 
liam P. Rudd, his Corporation Counsel; and 
Thomas Austin, who has had a knife up his 
sleeve for the regular organization since 
he was defeated tor Sheriff twelve years 
ago. John A, Sleicher, of the New-York 
City Record formerly trained with this 
crowd. But since his selection by Mayor 
Strong to conduct the city’s newspaper he 
has not taken an active part in political 
affairs here. He is missed, because his 
craftiness and shrewdness was of great 
assistance to this faction. The followers 
of Mr. Wilson are of an exceedingly small 
number, as was shown by the result of the 
primaries last week. They carried but one 
of the 172 election districts. 

Mayor .Wilson was elected: in-1888 by a- 
combination of Republicans: and members 
of: the Young oe egg on a ticket called 
the ‘“‘ Honest Election Party.’ From’ the 
outset Mr. Wilson gave offense to hoth 
the’ parties which elected him. He ignored 
their recommendations and cast aside those 
who had worked the hardest for: his suc- 
cess. The men with whom, he surrounded 
himself were objectionable, and his admin- 
istration has pleased only a very small per- 
centage of the taxpayers. 

Last Fall his following clamored for a 
newspaper. The Evening Post was on the 
market, and negotiations were entered into 
for its purchase. But the plan fell through. 

John A. Sleicher and Thomas Austin aid 
not relish this. So they planned to get up 
a formidable opposition to Mr. Barnes and 
his two newspapers. Mr. Sleicher met Fid- 
win Atwell in New-York last Winter and 
told him of the splendid opportunity for vn 
anti-machine Republican newspaper in Al- 
bany and the available Evening Post prop- 
erty, Mr. Atwell came to Albany and se- 
cured The Post, established a new plant 
for it, and started what for four weeks has 
been known as The State. But his oppor- 
tunities for The State had passed. While 
he was getting his forces and his printing 
materials together Mr. Barnes was playing 
shrewd politics and had all but a handful 
of Republicans under his banner. 

In order to hold his vantage ground Mr. 
Barnes had a mass meeting of Republicans 
called and while the iron was hot had his 
primaries held and delegates to all the con- 
ventions chosen. ‘The State attacked the 
call as a “‘ snap call,’ and followed this up 
each day with vigorous articles. But the 
Barnes men had everything their 
Way, as the results showed. 

The Republicans are tired of the conten- 
tion which has been solng on in its ranks 
since the days of John F. Smyth, and seem 
willing to allow matters to drift along as 
they will. The country districts are united, 
the Wilson faction members being confined 
to Albany City. There is a little disaffec- 
tion in Cohoes similar to that in Albany 
City, the Mayor of the Spindle City being 
objectionable to the Republican workers 
and many business men. But the differ- 
ence is only on municipal affairs. 

The county ticket which will be supported 
by the Republicans this Fall has not been 
selected. There is some cursory talk about 
it, but nothing definite. William H. Weaver, 
the lumber merchant, who was Mr. Barnes's 
competitor for State Committeeman a year 
ago, is mentioned for Senator. In-municip.l 
nominations, the only name thus far talked 
of with any degree of earnestness is that 
of James Ten Eyck, Past Grand Master of 
Masons of the State, and one of. the most 
successful merchants in business in the 
city. He is one of the most popular resi- 
dents of Albany. 

John Palmer and the Republicans of the 
eounty ask for his renomination fur Secre- 
tary of State. For Supreme Court Judge 
Alden Chester is being urged by his party 
in this county, and Myer Nussbaum, whose 
name was mentioned two years ago in con- 
nection’ with the Attorney Generalship, is 
being urged for County Judge. 

The prevailing opinion among the regular 
Democrats is that the old ticket of two 
years ago willberenominated, Gen. Amasa J. 

arker has been laying pipes for some time 
ast for the Mayoralty nomina*ion, eliev- 
ng that to be Mayor isa better stepping 
stone to ‘the Governor’s chair than to be 
Senator. .World’s Fair Commissioner John 
Boyd Thacher thought the same thing in 
1886, but got no further than Senator in 
his race for the coveted goal. James Roo- 
ney was defeated by Mayor Wilson, and 
Mr. Rooney is anxious to again enter the 
lists for Mayor. This being the case, Gen. 
Parker must accept a renomination for 
Senator or nothing. Mr: Thacher recently 
returned from an extended tour of the Old 
World, and took it into his head that he 
would like to be Mayor again. He there- 
upon threw out his dragnet and has been 
constantly pulling it in ever since to see 
what the results of his canvass were. To 
add strength to his canvass he has given 
financial aid to an evening papér started by 
printers called The Evening News, and 
placed in the editorial chair a man to his 
own liking. Thus, two of the Mayoralty 
eandidates have placed roney. into even- 
ing papers to help along thelr booms. 

At present there are three parts to the 
Democracy—the regulars, the Mastersons, 
and the New Democracy. e regulars are 
the supporters of the Herrick-Manning prin- 
ciples, the Mastersons are the followers of 
Surveyor of Customs John P., Masterson, 
who was retired from the General Commit- 
tee two months ago because of too much 
personalism, and the New Democracy is the 
element which followed the lead of David 
B. Hill two. years ago and then refused to 
re-enter the ranks of the regulars when 
Senator Hill did. This faction’ is led b 
State Miscellaneous Reporter Francis B. 
Delehanty, and comprises Office holders and 
soreheads. Several of its foremost men are 
in positions in the State Departments under 
the Republican heads. 

This faction is Bronner in. the country 
towns than in the city. arry A. Peckham, 
son of Judge Rufus W.. Peckham, is Mr. 
Delehanty’s trusted iieutenant, ‘and has 
been for the last two weeks ma a tour 
of the suburban districts. From 
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extent, but im the end will support the reg- 
ular nominees. 

The Albany Democrats will urge Norton 
Chase, the Chairman of the County Com- 
mittee, for the place of Attorney General. 
There was some talk of D. Cady Herrick 
for June of the Court of Appeals, © but 
Judge Herrick gracefully went to the rear 
when Mr. Chase’s name came up for a 
place on the State ticket.

NICARAGUA CANAL CONSTRUCTION 


Ex-Senator Miller Says the Company Is 
Working Slowly, Waiting for the 
Commissioners’ Report. 


Ex-Senator Warner Miller of Herkimer 
was in the city yesterday and was asked by 
a reporter for The New-York Times as to 
the progress of the work of constructing 
the Nicaragua Canal, of which enterprise 
Mr. Miller is the head. 

“I can tell you very little of interest 
concerning Nicaraguan affairs,’’ said the 
ex-Senator. ‘‘As a matter of fact, the 
canal construction company is doing little 
or nothing, pending the report that is to 
be made to.the United States Government 
by the commission appointed by President 
Cleveland and sent to Nicaragua for the 
purpose of making an investigation. That 
commission, I understand, is now prepar- 
ing its report, but it. is mot likely to be 
presented to President Cleveland earlier 
than November, 

“The construction company is, in the in- 
terim, looking after the plant and doing 
some little work on the canal, but not of 
sufficient proportions to warrant any state- 
ment. After the commission makes its re- 
port we shall know exactly how we stand, 
and shall then be able to speak cf our 
plans with some degree of certainty.” 

The first stated meeting of the members 
of the Nicaraguan Canal Commission was 
held yesterday in the Army Building in 
Whitehall Street. The commission was as- 
signed to the Quartermaster’s room, and 
for some time will hold daily sessions. 

The Commissioners present yesterday 
were Col, William Ludlow, Commander M. 
T. Endicott, and Civil Engineer Alfred 
Noble of Chicago. The meetings of the 
commission are secret, and it was stated 
yesterday that the report would not be 
ready much before Noy. 1, on which date 
it F ge be presented to President Cleve- 
and. 


ACCIDENTALLY SHOT HIS WIFE 


August Scharfe’s Statements Seemed 
for a Time to be Untrue. 


The sharp report of a pistol was heard 
in the Fifth Street Police Station yesterday 
morning, and when a policeman went to 
the second floor of 417 Fifth Street he found 
August Scharfe holding the bleeding head 
of his wife on his arm. 

Scharfe told the policeman he had shot 
his wife accidentally, and she said: “ Yes, 
he did it accidentally.” 

Mrs. Scharfe was taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital, and her husband was arrested. At 
the police station Scharfe said his wife 
had taken his revolver from a trunk, and 
when he remonstrated with her for exam- 
ining it she paid no heed to him. He then 
jumped out of bed, and while he was try- 
ng. to take the weapon from her it was dis- 
charged. Mrs. Scharfe’s story was similar 
to her husband's, except that she took the 
revelver from a shoe, in which her husband 
always kept it. 

The hospital surgeons reported that a 
superficial examination showed two bullet 
wounds in the woman’s head. As this 
tended to disprove the statement that the 
shooting was accidental, several detectives 
were put on the case. Scharfe was taken 
to the Essex Market Police Court, and was 
remanded, to give the police time for fur- 
ther investigation. 

Then « ‘me a report to the police station 
from the hospital that a careful examina- 
tion showed only one bullet wound in the 
woman's head. It was also discovered that 
the shoe mentioned by Mrs. Scharfe was in 


the trunk. 
Mrs. Scharfe will probably recover.

The Keystone National in the Hands 
of the Government. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—Bank Examiner 
C. H. Brush to-day notified the Controller 
of the Currency that the Keystone National 
Bank of West Superior, Wis., had close 
its doors, and that he had taken charge of 
the institution. 

Bank Examiner G. G. Thorn has been or- 
dered to West Superior to take charge of 
the Superior Bank, Mr. Brush remaining in 
control of the Keystone. 

The report of the condition of the Key- 
stone the 11th inst. showed cash on hand, 
$31,000; due from reserve agents, $2,921; 
loans and discounts, $369,575, besides over- 
drafts of $4,784. Other assets included $2,228 
redemption fund; $50,000 United States 
bonds to secure circulation; $34,102 of 
stock and securities; $3,200 furniture and 
fixtures, $11,493, due from other banks.

COL LAMONT’S INSPECTION. 


He:Visits Forts and Reservations in 
the Northwest. 


NO FUN OR POLITICS IN THE TRIP 


Now, from Personal Investigation, He 
Is Prepared to Act Wisely 
on War Department 
Business, 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—Secretary La- 
mont’s recent transcontinental trip will 
have more important results than is sup- 
posed in some quarters. The tour. was in 
no sense an excursion of pleasure, for there 


was a great deal of hard work in the 8,000 
miles traversed in the four weeks of almost 
constant journeying. There. was no polit- 
ical significance attaching to Col. Lamont’s 
tour. His time was completely absorbed in 
official observations of affairs that pertain 
solely to the War Department, under which 
there are a great many more important and 
costly subjects than are commonly known. 
The interviews Secretary Lamont had 
with local leaders, events which served to 
Sensationalize the trip in some quarters, 
were upon military affairs entirely. There 
was no mystery about the visits paid to 
various points, and no secret purpose. Sec- 
retary Lamont, it may be added, defrayed 
the cost of the trip, although it was an ex- 
pensive one and devoted entirely to official 
matters. He desired to learn what is re- 
quired for the army, the posts, the en- 
gineering projects, and the coast defenses, 
which are among the. important matters un- 
der the charge of the Secretary of War. 
Last year Secretary Lamont visited the 
Southwestern country, making inspections 
of the garrisons in Florida, Alabama, Louis- 
lana, Texas, New-Mexico, Colorado, Kan- 
sas, and Nebraska. This year he visited the 
Northwestern section, including the gar- 
risons of Newport. Barracks, Ky.; Jefferson 
Barracks, Mo.; Forts Niobrara and Robin- 
son, Neb.; Fort Meade, 8. D.; Forts Cus- 
ter, Yellowstone, Missoula, and Assini- 
boine, in Montana; Fort Sherman, in Idaho; 
Vancouver Barracks, Washington; Fort 


ome a ti ft Or ear near St. 
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A great many of these sts had not 
been visited by a prominent officer of the 
army for a considerable period of time, and 
some of them had never been visited by a 
Secretary of War. Most of them were out- 
of-the-way places, remote from civilization 
and inaccessible by the comfortable and 
modern means of transportation. The Sec- 
retary desired to see what had been done 
at these posts, especially as some of them 
had been the subject of recent large ex- 
penditures for barracks and other army 
buildings. 

Some of the posts had been recommended 
for abandonment, various army officers hav- 
ing pe foggeac toe that the troops: might be 
profitably withdrawn from these garrisons. 
Secretary Lamont was by personal inspec- 
tion able to judge for himself whether it 
would be advisable to abandon these posts 
and turn over the property to the Interior 
Department. This subject involved an in- 
quiry into the local interests, and doubtless 
this ae of local opinion regarding con- 
templated changes was sufficient to create 
the suspicion that the Secretary’s inspec- 
tion was in the nature of a political er- 
rand. In the State of Washington there 
were two points, for instance, where Con- 
gress had authorized the establishment 
of new army posts. One of these was Spo- 
kane, and another was on Puget Sound. Sec- 
retary Lamont's visit enabled him better to 
understand. the local conditions and senti- 
ment and to arrive’ at a proper knowl- 
edge of the merits of the respective sités. 
Another point authorized for occupation in 
i way by Congress is near Bismarck, 


The Secretary gave considerable atten- 
tion en route to the various river and har- 
bor projects which have an importance by 
reason of the vast sums which are an- 
nually appropriated and expended by the 
War Department for the benefit of internal 
commerce. He especially desired to visit 
two points on Columbia River, one of which 
was The Dalles, where it is proposed to 
build a steamboat railway at a cost of 
$2,500,000. The other project claiming his 
attention was the construction of a lock 
at Cascades at a cost of $3,000,000. While 
on the Pacific coast he looked into the 
subject of the defenses of Puget Sound, 
where the engineers, in conjunction with 
the ordnance officers, have perfected ex- 
tensive plans for an emplacement of mon- 
ster rifles and mortars as a protection to 
this section. 

The great railroad development of the 
far West came in for a share of consider- 
ation, and Secretary Lamont examined 
closely into the facilities which may be 
depended upon for the transportation of 
troops and military supplies. The railway 
systems are destined to play an important 
part in the movement of soldiers and muni- 
tions of war in times of future trouble. The 
Secretary hag in the last year directed a 
great deal of work to be done on the roads 
in the Yellowstone Park, and in ascertaining 
the progress of the work and the possibili- 
ties of its extension he personally- drove 
over the various roads and made a care- 
ful examination. 

His programme at the different military 
posts where he visited included the re- 
view and drill of the troops -and an exami- 
nation into their discipline, efficiency, and 
equipment. He personally visited every im- 
portant building and saw for himself how 
the men were quartered, clothed, and fed. 
He paid particular attention to the hos- 
pitals and noted the conveniences and fa- 
ecalities for the care of the sick. Not the 
least important object of his visit at the 
posts was the opportunity to form the ac- 
quaintance of a large number. of officers 
whom he has only known through official 
correspondence, and with whom he will 
have many similar transactions in the 
future. He returned with a better knowl- 
edge of the Indian question, too, than prob- 
ably any of his predecessors were able to 
extract from their secure positions of ob- 
servation in Washington or from the more 
or less immaterial renorts which drifted in 
from subordinates. Secretary Lamont vis- 
ited five or six of the largest Indian reserva- 
tions and stopped to see the Government 
charges wherever practicable; noting es- 
pecially the method of living and the uses 
and abuses of governmental aid. 

The Secretary made the trip from Duluth 
to Buffalo by boat, accompanied by army 
Engineers, who pointed out to him the vari- 
ous river and harbor projects and de- 
fensive works en route, especially the canal 
and lock work which is destined to im- 
prove lake commerce. 

The results of Secretary Lamont’s in- 
spection are a greater knowledge of mili- 
tary affairs and engineering ;work under 
the War Department. He has obtained a’ 
personal arquaintance with the situations 
in the Northwest, which’ will be a guide in 
the preparation of the annual estimates 
upon which ‘the Congressional sappropria- 
tions are based, and is better prepared to 
act upon the subjects..which will be pre- 
sented to him next year. : 


TAX COLLECTOR SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS: 


Henry G. Foster Said to Have Used the 
Money for Family Purposes. 


AMITYVILLE, L. IL, July 30.—Henry 
G. Foster, Tax Collector for School Dis- 
trict No. 6 of the town of Babylon, is short 
$249 in his accounts. He notified the Board 
of Education that he was unable to pay 
over the money to the Town Treasurer, and, 


as his warrant for collecting the school tax 
had expired, the Board of Education called 
upon the Collector’s bondsmen to make 
good the shortage. They have expressed a 
determination to do so. 

Foster is reported as having said that he 
used the money during sickness in his 
family, hoping and believing that he would 
be able to make it good before his warrant 
expired. He recently caused the arrest of 
Nathan Cohen of Amityville for failing to, 
pay his tax. Cohen was indicted and. aft- 
erward convicted and fined $365. 

Foster’s friends intimate that he proba- 
bly used some of the money for éxpenses 
in the Cohen case. Foster is forty. years 
old, and has a family.

THE BARIHOLDI HOTEL TROUBLES 


A Deputy Sheriff in Charge of the House 
on Executions for $17,169—Business 
Good, but the Rent High. 


Deputy Sheriff. Dunphy took charge of 
the Bartholdi Hotel, at Broadway and 
Twenty-third Street, yesterday, on execu- 
tions for $17,169. 

The executions are in favor of Frances 
A White for $13,122, and the Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger Company for $4,047, for meat, 
and are all against the Bartheldi Hotel 
Company, which has carried on the hotel 
since April, 1886. The company is said to 
be owned by George W. White & Son, pro- 
prietors of a restaurant at 349 Canal Street, 
George W. White being President, and 
Park J. White Treasurer. The company 
has a capital stock of $50,000, and the an- 
nual report of Jan. 1 last showed assets of 
$95,000, and liabilities of $60,000. The assets 
included lease and fixtures, and the labilities 
consisted of trade debts and borrowed 
money. The liabilities outside of the amount 
due the Messrs. White are said to be less 
than $20,000 for supplies, and it is said the 
company is not behind in the rent. 

Emanuel Arnstein, attorney for the 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Company, was 
surprised yesterday when he put his exe- 
cutions in the Sheriff's office to find the 
execution for $13,122 in favor of Frances A. 


White had been put in ahead of his. An ex- 
amination of the judgment in favor of Mrs. 
White showed that the suit had been begun 
on. Sept..22, 1893. The company put in no 
answer, and it was allowed to remain dor- 
mant until Monday, when the judgment 
was made up in the Superior Court. The 
claim is on seven demand notes of the 
company, seprogating $11,000, to the order 
of George . White & Son, who delivered 
them to Mrs. White. 

Park J. White, the manager of the ho- 
tel, said yesterday that the trouble was on 
account of the,heavy rent the company had 
to pay, $60,000 a year, which he considered 
altogether too much for a house with less 
than 100 rooms in it. Efforts are being 
made to get the landlord to reduce the 
rent. If that is done, the hotel can run 
right along; otherwise the effects may have 
to go’ under the hammer. The company is 
not making money, owing to the — rent, 
but business has been fairly good. Mr, 
White thought all the creditors would be 
paid in full. : 

It is understood that the lease. has ten 
years yet to run at $60,000, and that the re- 
duction asked for is $10,060 a year. 

The Sheriff said he will not interfere with 
the running of the hotel, but the wine cel- 
lar has been locked up. The furniture and 
fixtures, it is said, are free of any chattel 
mortgage. 


CHARLES CHESHIRE HAS DISAPPEARED 


Was Steward of a Steamboat, and May 
Have Fallen Overboard. 


GREENPORT, L.«I., July 30.—Charles 
Cheshire, steward of the steamboat Long 
Island, that runs between this place, Shel- 
ter Island, Sag Harbor, and New-London, 
Conn., is missing. :

A WARNING SENT TO BANKERS 


Told by a Detective Agency to Look Out for 
a Clever Swindler Known as Z 
B. or 4%. P. Alford, 


Notice was sent sut % bankers yesterm 
day by Pinkerton’s Detective Ageney, rep- 
resenting the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, warning them against a swindler whe 
has operated in Chicago under the vame of 
Z. B. or Z, P. Alford. 

Alford is a plausible man, about twenty- 
eight years old, and is tall and slender. . 
His nose and mouth are large, and he has @ 
receding chin. He stoops slightly. He has 


a habit of dropping his jaw, and leaving ~~ 
Ale = 


his mouth open much of the time. 
though unprepossessing, as might be sup- 
posed from the description of him, Alford 
has devised a scheme both clever ane 
original. The Pinkerton circular thus de- 
scribes the way in which Alford secured 
$1,250 from a Chicago bank: a 


He first placed an advertisement in a news- 
paper to this effect: 

““Man for general office work and correspend- 
ence. Good salary. Address R., 291 —— Office.'* 

In the instance referred to here @ young man 
of good address and well connected answered the 
advertisement, and, after meeting Alford and con 
ferring with him for a day or two, was engaged. 
Alford represented that he was an agent of the’ 
B. Lombard Investment Company of Boston, and 
had an office in Bloomington, lil., and he would 
necessarily be absent frequently. He wanted the 
young man to stay in the office here in his ab 
gence, and directed him to rent a suitable office, 
as he was hurried and would be absent for a 
day or so, and on his return he would have, 
funds placed to the young man’s credit in one of | 
the banks, and would allow him to draw checks 
against his account to pay rent, stationery, of 
fice expenses, &c. As instructed, the young mar 
rented an office at 319 Ogden Building. A day or 
so following Alford showed him a letter of credit 
for $1,500, and requested him to sign it so he 
could draw against it at the bank. Subsequentiy 
the Chicago bank received a letter from its cor- 
respondent in Bloomington which reads as fol- 
lows: 

‘*Any drafts drawn on us to the extent of 
$1,500 by Mr. —— during the course of the next 
ten pear ty please pay and charge to our account. 
—— will sign. Hecnenttuily, 

The paper on which this was written, the head- 
ing of the bank at Bloomington, and the signa- 
ture of the cashier were genuine, but the sub- 
ject matter in the body of the letter had all been 
erased by acids or chemicals, and the foregoing 
substituted therein. [t is belleved that Alfora 


wrote the bank at Bloomington on some biusi- 
fess pretense, and in this way secured the fet- 
terhead, paper, and signature of the cashier of 
the Bloomington bank. 

In due course the letter of credit was received, 
and the amount of $1,500 placed to the credit of 
the young clerk. Two days later Alford sent 
the hog | man to the bank to see if the letter 
of credit had arrived, and finding it had, direéte?® 
him to draw $1,250, which ne did, bringi the 
money to Alford, who met him in the office build— 
ing, took the money, disappeared, and hag not 
been seen since. Later it developed that neither 
Alford nor his dupe, the younk clerk, had an ac- 
count at the Bloomington bank, nor were they 
known there. 

Alford did not appear at the bank at all, 
nor is he known at the hotel where he reg- 
istered, and where he failed to pay his 
hotel bill. 


HIGH TAX RATE IN ORANGE 


It Is Greater This Year than Ever Be- 
fore by 22 Points. 


ORANGH, N. J., July 30.—Under the preg- 
ent Republican administration the tax rate 
in Orange this year will be the highest 
ever known in this city. At a meeting of

hand to the credit of the interest a 
and which need not be kept for that 
pose. This would have made the rate 2. 
three points lower than last year. No 
cial meeting of the Common Council was 
called, however, and the Assessors degidec 
that they could not wait to fix the rate 
until after the regular August meeting of 
the Council, which will be held next Mon- 
day night. The highest previous tax rate 
Orange ever had was 2,90.

“Was to Blame for the Foul 
in Monday’s Race and 
Exonerate Keefe. 


(A heavy rainstorm preceded the running 
pf the races at the Brighton Beach track 
yesterday afternoon. The downpour was so 
heavy that the track, which was a good 
and fast one when 3,000 spectators assem- 
bled, was made sloppy and very disagree- 
@ble to race over. 

Before the racing began the Stewards 
fgompleted their investigation into the 
charges of foul riding made by Fred Little- 


field against Keefe, who rides for “ Bill” 
Daly, in the Sabilla-Golden Gate race of 
Monday. All the jockeys who rode in the 
race were’ questioned. Their testimony was 
to the effect that Keefe did no foul riding, 
but that Littlefield alone was responsible 
for Sabilla being almogt knocked to her 
immees. The testimony was unanimous that 
Littlefield had tried to force Sabilla through 
where there was no room for her to go, and 
that this caused the apparent foul. So 
(Keefe was exonerated. 

It was a good day for the talent, as five 
of the six favorites won. But the layers 
of the odds were not hard hit, as there was 
Mittle betting, except in the second race, 
twhen the McCafferty party backed Bessie 
Browning heavily, and in the sixth, in 
which Watchman, Romping Girl, ahd Jack 
the Jew were all heavily played to win. 

The last event, which was a dash of a mile 
wt heavy weights for these days, was the 
best race of the day. Frank Clarke had 
brought Watchman over from Sheepshead 
ay for a killing, and, with Taral up, the 
horse .was played as a good thing that could 
mot be upset. But it went the way of other 
good things in horse racing, and Jack the 
Vew, cleverly ridden by Overton, won the 
race. This horse on his recent perform- 
jances should have been the favorite, but the 
magic of Taral’s name decided things in 
(Watchman’s favor. 

Watchman and Souvenir alternated in the 
lead, with Jack the Jew back in the ruck, 
until the horses were well straightened in 
the back stretch. Then Overton brought him 
mp out of the shower of mud that was be- 
ing thrown in his face and joined the lead- 
ers as they swung into the stretch, There 
was a hot finish between Jack the Jew and 
Watchman, and though Taral got out all 
there was in his mount, it was not quite 


enough to prevent Jack the Jew from win- 

ning by a head. 

The winners of the other races all had 
easy tasks, and though Tinge won only by 
a neck in the third race, it was because 
Welsh didn’t care to have him win by a 
greater distance.

QUICK DECISIONS AT CLEVELAND. 


Altao, Bright Regent, and El Rami Go 
Well in Harness. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 30.—Instead of the 
long-drawn battles that have marked nearly 
every day of the Grand Circuit since it began 
at Saginaw, everything but the 2:30 trot was over 
in one-two-three order this afternoon. ‘This suit- 
ed the crowd, for the weather was quite raw 
and became chilly toward night. ets 

The sport began with a facer for the talent in 
the 2:15 trot, for which both James L. and New- 
castle had a strong following. Few imagined, 
when Altao stepped off with the first heat in 
2:12%, after a brush with Newcastle, that the 
bay stallion from the Pacific coast could win ihe 
race. He was the contending horse all through 
the eight heats of the 2:15 class at Detroit last 
week, and therefore not expected to be in form 
here. James L. had been laid up in eighth place 
while Newcastle sampled the Californian. Oak- 
land Baron, a three-year-old, had led at the pole 
in the first heat for three-fourths of the journey 
and set the pace again in the next mile. The 
colt could not carry his clip further than’ the 
head of the home stretch, and then, as Altao 
passed him, James L. took up the fight. He 


closed on the leader in the last furlong, but was 
still half a length back at the wire in 2:11. 

The great spurt sent James L.’s stock up again 
and he was the tip for the third heat. Oakland 
Baron spurted off in front, as before, but Altao 
had him beaten at the half. Newcastle looked 
dangerous until he lost his stride and James 
L. was the only hope of the talent. Salisbury’s 
sturdy trotter was going faster than ever and 
had two lengths the best of it as James L. 
made his rush through the stretch. The mile in 
2:10% is the best one to Altao’s credit so far, 
and his performance shows him to be a hetter 
horse than any one fancied. 

After Oakland Baron dropped back he came on 
again, and in trying to pass Gretchen at the 
rail the sulkies crashed together. Both drivers 
were thrown, Gretchen got clear of her ‘‘ bike ’’ 
and galloped past the wire before she was capt- 
ured. Her driver, McCarthy, came within an 
ace of severe injury, as the Baron's sulky shaft 
went through his coat, grazing his side. Milam, 
who drove the colt, -had an injured hand, but 
nothing serious, and the young trotter did not 
get far when he was stopped. As there was no 
intentional foul, the judges placed both horses, 
neither standing for any money. 

A formidable field opposed Bright Regent in 
the 2:14 pace, but the fleet four-year-old was 
steadily supported at even money. Geers made 
a@ runaway race of it, taking the Buffalo crack 
out of the bunch in the first heat and outfoot- 
ing Dudley by a short length in 2:11%. Then the 
‘silent man ’’ treated the crowd to a coupie of 
eyelash finishes when Peerless challenged Bright 
Regent in the last two heats, The nimble young- 
ster had plenty to spare, however, even in the 
second heat, when he went to the half in 1:04, 
to the three-quarters in 1:36%, and then came 
back to a 2:1 ait in the last quarter. 

For a 5 to 1 favorite, El Rami, who had been 
in two six-heat races last week, was carelessly 
driven, Howard fooled away the first heat in- 
stead of lifting his trotter home ahead of Spin- 
away, but the game young stepper from the 
metropolis was not affected by this waste of ef- 
fort. After he outfooted Spina in the sec- 
ond heat, the rest was easy, Birdie Clay, who 
chased the gelding out, being set back for a foul. 

The free-for-all trot is the first thing on 
Wednesday’s card, but with Direetum lame at 
Detroit there is nothing to give Azote a race 
unless Hulda starts.

WHAT IS EXPECTED OF THE COLUMBIA 


Mr. Cramp Gives His Idea of the Speed 
Trial of the Cruiser. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 30.—In ‘speaking 
to-day of the run against time of the Co- 
lumbid from Southampton to New-York, 
Charles H. Cramp, the head of the firm 
that built the cruiser, said: 

“It was never intended to see what time 
the Columbia could make in crossing the 
ocean or to have her compete in any way 
with the great transatlantic steamers in 
point of time. She has not enough engi- 
neers, firemen, or any other portion of the 
crew to make a fair test of that kind. 
Neither was she ever built for it. 

* Sufficient coal cannot be carried to bring 
her over under forced or assisted draught 
all the way, the same as the great trans- 
atlantic greyhounds. The conditions not 


being similar, a comparison would neces- 
sarily fail. 


“What to me would be of the greatest 


importance during the trip would be to see 
the greatest maximunt speed that could be 
maintained for the longest time—suy, for 
twelve or fifteen hours at a stretch. Of 
course, it will be interesting to know what 
time she will make, taking into considera- 
tion the weather, the various fogs and 
winds to be encountered—the good with the 
bad. One’trip would not tell the story 
by .way of comparison; but one trip is 
better than none at all. 

“I omitted to inquire in regard to the’ 
quality of coal she was carrying. I under- 
stand that she has not the best quality 
of Welsh. This would make a difference 
in the speed obtained.”’ 

Work on the St. Paul, the sister ship to 
the St. Louis, the International Navigation 
Company’s new liner, Mr. Cramp said, was 
being rapidly pushed forward. The new 
vessel will be ready for the company in 
October. It is expected that her speed will 
excel that of the St. Louis. 

When asked as to the condition of the 


shipbuilding trade, Mr. Cramp said: 


“Shipbuilding is a spasmodic business. 
It is hard to foretell what it is ogg 4 to 
be from season to season. We are busy 
now, and have work to. last us for some 
time. As long as the competition is so 
great between the steamship companies, 


cutting freight and passenger rates, busi- 


ness with them will be unprofitable. This 
may have some bearing on the shipbuild- 
ing interests, | if it is not discontinued.”

STEALING BY THE HIDDEN TREASURE GAME 


How Evildoers in Spain Obtain Money 
from Small French Tradesmen, 


From Le Journal des Débats, 

There is an association of evildoers in 
Spain which practices the hidden treasure 
game. Their artifice is a well-known one, 
but human cupidity and credulity are in- 
exhaustible mines. Those evildoers have 
thought that they could do their work 
successfully across the mountains; and we 
-have to confess, even if the national pride 
should suffer, that they have won and are 
winning victories every day in our country. 
They proceed in the following manner: 

They send to small dealers, to wine deal- 
ers preferably, a letter as follows: 

“An affair of the gravest importance 
upon which depends the future of my adored 
daughter, fifteen years old, and motherless, 
and presently at a boarding school in Mal- 
aga, ahd the terrible situation in which I 
am placed, compel me to appeal to you, 
although I am only slightly acquainted with 
you; for you are the only person whose 
“memcry I have retained during my short 
sojourn in Paris. 

‘A Captain-Treasurer in the Spanish 
army, I was compromised by a political law- 
sult, and I am, at this moment, a State 


prisoner in this city. I wish to ask if you 
will aid me in the recovery of a sum of 
800,000f. in bankbills, wihch I am compelled 
to conceal in an iron safe in the surround- 
ings of Paris. 

**In. my precarious situation, if you will 
give to me your word of honor to serve me 
with loyalty, and to keep our relations 
beige lagers secret, I will send explanations 
of my affair to you. I must warn you that 
I insist upon the presence of my daughter 
at the opening of the safe, and I pray you 
advise me if you are willing to defray the 
traveling expenses of my child, and of the 
servant who is to accompany her, for all 
my money has: been confiscated at my 
arrest. Or would you come for her, your- 
self, in Spain? 

be My daughter will take to 
which is in her possession, and which con- 
tains a plan of the land, and explana- 
tions to discover the safe without difficulty. 

“To reward you for the eminent service 
which you shall havé rendered to me, I 
will yield to you a third of the sum which 
is to be regained. 

“As I cannot receive your letters itn the 
prince, because they would be read by the 

eepers there, you may address them to my 
servant, who doese not knew about the 
affair, but who is trustworthy, and will 
“ve them to me securely. You _ may ad- 

ress me as follows: ‘Ramon Costa, 32, 
Calle de San-Pablo, Barcelona, Spain.’ 

“To be more secure, instead of your 
name, write ‘124,’ and sign in the future in 
the same manner. 

‘“I cannot give you longer detalls, before I 
have received your reply, and, impatiently 
awaiting your letter, pray you to accept

William Blaikie, who makes it a leading 
object of his life to keep things lively in 
the various Fayerweather will suits that 
have been in the courts for years, sprung 
a Surprise on his opponents yesterday. 

Mr. Blaikie represents BE. J. Reynolds, 
husband of one of the heirs of Mrs. Fayer- 
weather, and is in the unique position of 
opposing almost everything that is suggest- 
ed by any of the dozens of litigants who 
are interested on various sides in the long 
litigation. 


The affairs of Mr. Fayerweather’s estate 
were up once more yesterday, before Sur-

1, 1893, 
to May 1, 1895. The accounts show that 95 
per cent. of the specific bequests have been 
paid, There is still in the custody of the 
executors @ balance of $3,256,501, which 
may be distributed among the charitable 
institutions and colleges named in the will 
of Mr. Fayerweather, which, however, can- 
not be done until the questions involved in 
the litigation over the will are determined. 

Mr. Blaikié, as soon as the motion for the 
confirmation of the report was presented by 
John E&. Parsons, sprang his surprise by 
serving the Surrogate with a writ of pro- 
hibition, granted by Justice O’Brien, in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers. The writ stayed 
further proceedings before Surrogate Ar- 
nold until Saturday next, when the writ is 
returnable.

CHRISTIAN KOCH’S ESTATE. 


His Widow’s Not 


with the Executors. 


Counsel Satisfied 


“EB. A. Cohen, attorney for Mrs. Christian 
Koch, intimated yesterday to Surrogate 
Arnold that if Civil Justice Bolte and the 
other executors of Christian Koch’s estate 
were permitted to remain in control much 
longer, the widow, instead of getting any- 
thing out of the estate, would find herself 
in debt to it. 


The affairs of the estate came before 
Surrogate Arnold on an application in be- 
half of Civil Justice Bolte, as executor 


under the will of Christian Koch, for a re- 
hearing of the motion, granted a week 
ago, requiring the executors to pay $1,000 
on account to the widow. According to the 
executors’ accounts the value of the estate 
is $10,712, while there are debts, legacies, 
and expenses against it aggregating $10,- 
550, which will not leave them $1,000 to 
pay the widow. 

Mr.’ Cohen, in behalf of the widow, said 
that under the will she is entitled to what- 
ever share would have come to her had her 
husband died intestate, and that she was 
entitled to payment before any legacies 
were paid. He asserted that she ought to 
have $4,000 froni the estate. 

Surrogate Arnold thought the executors 
should’ pay the widow the money they 
were directed to pay under the order, and 
so told the executors, but counsel wa 
given an opportunity to put in briefs, an 
the Surrogate said he would look at the 
question. 


TROUBLE OVER A MORTGAGE. 


J. S. Aitken Says Her Brother- 
in-Law Is Harassing Her. 


Mrs, 


Mrs. Nellie L. Aitken and her brother- 
in-law, Richard A, Aitken, have entered 
upon a lively family quarrel, which has re- 
sulted in a peculiar suit in the Supreme 
Court. 

Mrs. Aitken is the widow of Dr. J. 8. 
Aitken, who died two years ago, leaving her 
an estate estimated to be worth $100,000. 


Mrs. Aitken declares that her brother-in- 
law conceived a bitter hatred for her be- 
cause he was not made a beneficiary under 
his brother’s will. 

In order to harass her, she declares, Mr. 
Aitken induced William H. Cookson to 
make over to him.a mortgage for $1,000, 
which Mr. Cookson held on some property 
owned by Mrs. Aitken in Columbia County. 
The first that Mrs. Aitken heard of the 
transfer, she declares, was when her broth- 
er-in-law took summary proceedings to fore- 
close the mortgage. As soon as she learned 
of this she tendered him the amount of 
the mortgage, with full interest up to 
date, but she swears that Mr. Aitken re- 
fused to receive the money. 

Then she retained Bernard J. Tinney, who 
obtained an order from Justice O’Brien 
of the Supreme Court, directing Mr. Ait- 
ken to show cause why he should not be 
compelled to accept the money. The pa- 
pers were served on Mr. Aitken just as 
he was on the point of embarking for 
Europe. 

The order was argued yesterday before 
Justice O’Brien, Mr. Tinney appearing’ for 
the widow and Jaéob F. Miller for Mr. 
Aitken. Decision was reserved. 


J. K. VAN NESS TO BE EXAMINED 


Dyckman Waldron in Search of a 


Lost Will. 


John K. Van Ness, the lawyer who is 
now in the prisoners’ ward of Bellevue Hos- 
pital, charged with forgery, is to be exam- 
ined as to the whereabouts of a missing will 
which, it is alleged, he drew up for the 
late Alexander Waldron. 

A suit has been brought in the Supreme 
Court by Dyckman Waldron, a brother of 
the late Alexander Waldron, against his 


brother, James A. Waldron, and his sister, 
Mary B. Waldron, to recover a portion of 
Alexander Waldron’s estate. 

Alexander Waldron died on June 30, 1890, 
leaving valuable real estate. He had been 
@ member of the firm of Bartholomew & 
Co. of Marion Street, which manufactured 
plumbers’ supplies, 

Dyckman Waldron seeks to establish a 
lost will, which, it is alleged, was drawn 
by Van Ness, whose office was at 261 Broad- 
way. Under the lost will, it is asserted, 
Alexander Waldron, after providing that 
the income, of his estate be given to his 
mother and his wife for Hfe, directed that 
on their death the residue should be equally 
divided among his brothers and sisters. 

The plaintiff declares that he does not 
know. what became of this will, but he says 
it was at one time in Van Ness‘s possesion. 

Justice O’Brien ‘appointed Frederick S. 
Wait yesterday as referee, to take testi- 
mony in the case and report to-the court. 

Van Ness is at present under indictment 
for misappropriating $1,000 belonging to 
James A. Waldron while acting as Mr. 
Waldron’s attorney. He ran away some 
time ago, but on Monday he was arrested 
at his home jn Plainfield, N. J., where 
he was in bed, feigning illness, according to 
the authorities. e@ was brought to this 
city and placed in Bellevue Hospital. 


Says Mrs. Eva Keller Abused Her. 


Mrs. Eva Keller was placed under arrest 
yesterday by the Sheriff, because of verbal 
abus she is said to have given Mrs. Fred- 


erick Ott, wife of a saloon keeper at 230

PROVISIONS. 


HOG PRODUCTS—Remarkably small receipts 
of hogs at the West, or 27,000 head, and fully 
85,000 head less than at the corresponding time 
last year, did not prevent the market through- 
out from weakening.

Warning to Cattle Carriers, 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—The following 
notice to all railroad companies transport- 
ing cattle within the United States has 
been Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture: 

“The attention of the officers of all rail- 
road companies engaged in the transporta- 
tion of live stock from one State or Terri- 
tory into another, or whose roads form any 


part of a line of road transporting live 
stock from one State or Territory into anoth- 
er, is directed to the following sections of 
the Revised: Statutes hereto annexed, viz.: 
Sections 4,386, 4,887, 4,388, and 4,389. 
“Complaint has been made to this depart- 
ment by its officers supervising the move- 
ment of animals in the inter-State and ex- 
port trade, that the provisions of the fore- 
going sections are not complied with by 
many railroad companies, and that cattle 
and other live stock are confined in cars 
for a period exceeding twenty-eight hours. 
and that at times when they are unloaded 
they are not allowed the five consecutive 
hours for rest preraes by statute. Failure 
of the railroad companies to conform to 
this law causes animals great suffering 
while in transit to points of destination, 
which it is the intent of the law to pre- 
yent Railroad companies will, therefore, 
ke such arrangements as are necessary 
in their train service, and provide the nec- 
essary feeding and watering stations to 
comply with the above-named sections of 
the Revised Statutes, and any failure to 
do this will render them liable on con- 
er to the penalty provided in Section 


Inter-State Law Infraction. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—Some time ago 
the Michigan Box Company complained to 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission that 
the Flint and Pére Marquette and other 
railroads had made a rate of 15 cents on 
box shooks from Bay City, Mich., to Buf- 
falo and other similar terminal points, and 
on lumber, laths, and shingles, of 12 cents, 
alleging that the higher rate on box shaoks, 
which are of much less value than lum- 
ber, was excessive. To-day the Commis- 
sion, in an opinion by Commissioner Mor- 
rison, announced that it agreed with the 
complainant that the rate was excessive, 
but, inasmuch as the railroads had in the 
meantime reduced the box shooks rate to 
the extent that it was alleged to be ex- 
cessive, no order in the premises was neces- 
sary. in regard to damages in such cases, 
the opinion held that ‘ where reparation 
is asked to the extent of alleged excessive 
charges, the allegation being sustained, rea- 
sonable time will be allowed for making 
proof of amounts paid, when the evidence 
produced shows excessive payments with- 
out diselosing the amount of excess.”’

Policemen’s Complaints Quickly At- 
tendea to by Commissioner Grant. 


Police Commissioner Grant summoned be- 
fore him at Headquarters yesterday Capt. 
Copeland and Sergts, Ivory and Brown of 
the police boat Patrol to hear what they 
had to say in answer to complaints made 
by the policemen doing duty on the boat 
that they didn’t get enough to eat, and that 
the food supplied to them was of a poor 
quality. 

The Commissioner learned from the Cap- 
tain and Sergeants that a caterer was em- 
ployed on the boat at $100 a month. The 
caterer employed a cook, a steward, and a 
mess boy, whose wages aggregated $60 per 
month. The caterer purchased all the sup- 
plies, and made considerable profit. The 
policemen paid 60 cents a’ day for their 


meals. They said they did not get enough 
to eat, and that sometimes they couldn” 
eat what was set before them. 

Col. Grant broke up the present arrange- 
ment, and directed Capt. Copeland to dis- 
pense with the services of the caterer, and 
to employ a cook at $50 a month, a stew- 
ard at $30, and a mess boy at $20. The 
cook is to purchase all the food supplies 
under the supervision of the Captain and 
Sergeants, who will see that everything 
is of good quality, and that the men get 
enough to eat. 

Col. Grant said that while the men on 
the boat have been paying 60 cents a day 
for their meals they have been worse fed 
than soldiers in the army whose rations 
cost 18% cents a day. 


EAKINS MADE A. CHANGE, THEY SAY 


Men Who Worked Under His Orders 
Witnesses in His Favor. 


The trial of Police Captdin Eakins, who is 
charged with having failed to suppress dis- 
orderly houses in his precinct, was resumed 
yesterday afternoon before Commissioner 
Andrews. Several policemen testified as to 
a change that had come over the precinct 
in late years, many houses which had for- 
merly been disorderly having been either 
converted to legitimate business uses, or 


abapdoned by the disorderly tenants, they 
said. 

Policemen Rieser and Hastings testified 
that Capt. Eakins had directed them and 
all special duty men to be unusually vigi- 
lant in looking out for violations of the law, 
and to report to him any houses. that 
seemed to them to be resorts for disorderly 
persons. 


GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—The weekly 
crop and weather report issued to-day from 
the Weather Bureau contains the following 
from the several States : 


' New-England.—Grass crops 
than usual, but large second crop 
grain heavy and ripening fast. 

New-York.—Rain greatly benefited growing 
crops; good crop of oats being harvested; damage 
by grasshoppers increasing. 

New-Jersey.—Conditions favorable for the 
growth and advancement of all stock crops, past- 
ures good; oat harvest nearing completion. 

Pennsylvania.—Rains very beneficial to grow- 
ing crops, but more is needed in some sections; 
corn at critical stage, but prospects excellent; 
pasturage short, but improving, 

Maryiand.—Corn much benefited by rains, end 
all reports bespeak an excellent yield; tobacco 
flourishing; pastures excellent. 

Virginia.—Rainfal!; droughty conditions ended; 
corn prospects very good, except in southeast; 
oat and hay crop generally good and tobacco gen- 
erally doing well. 

North Carolina.—Heavy rains damaged crops 
locally in several counties in northern part of 
State, but not sufficient tc lessen general favor- 
able prospects. 

South Carolina.—Cotton excellent; 
safe and late very promising. 

seorgia.—Weather rather unfavorable for crops; 
cotton shedding and corn firing in some localities. 

Florida.—Rain generally excessive over the 
Florida cotton belt, causing plant over large sec- 
tion to turn yellow, with shedding and rust 
complaints on the increase; food products satis- 
factory total. 

Alabama.—Rain has been beneficial and caused 
rapid growth in all crops. 

Mississippi.—Cotton grassy 
fruit lightly; no worms; 
fruit rotting some. 

Louisiana.—Too much rain for cotton, fruiting 
poorly; plant cane equals last year’s in size and 
quality; corn, minor crops, and fruit good. 

Texas.—Cotton is irregular in size, is one to 
three weeks late, and is below an average for 
this season of the year. 

Arkansas,—Crops somewhat improved; upland 
cotton very promising, but lowland cotton gener- 
ally poor stand and not fruiting well. 

Tennessee.—Rains greatiy benefited growing 
erops; wheat generally fair yield and quality; 
corn prospects never better; other crops grow- 
ing finely. 

Kentucky.—Wheat and oats in shock damaged 
by heavy rains; conditions of corn exceptionally 
fine; tobacco progressing finely; warmer, dry 
weather needed. 

Missouri.—Sorghum, 
and apples doing well. 

Illinois.—Bxceedingly favorable week; corn 
growing splendidly; late potatoes, gardens, past- 
ures, second crop clover, and millet growing 
finely; fruit abundant in central and southern 
sections. 

Indiana.—Good growing weather; corn earing 
and growing fast; potatoes look well; pasturage 
recovering. 

West Virginia.—Corn growing finely; Fall past- 
ures improving. 

Ohio.—Oats thrashing better than expected; 
wheat thrashing well, advanced yield; tobacco 
variable, not doing well. 

Michigan.—Corn and potatoes 
proved, but pastures are still 
yield of grain light. 

Wisconsin.—Rains have greatly benefited 
and potatoes; pastures are again 
green, 

Minnesota.—Pasturage and corn much im- 
proved; haying nearly completed; yields generally 
light. 

lewa.—Considerable damage 
wind and hail storms; heavy 
ises to break previous records. 

North Dakota.—Considerable damage done by 
heavy hailstorms and some by smut and rusts; 
corn backward. 

South Dakota.—Light showers benefited all 
late crops, but more general rains needed: corn 
growing rapidly and potatoes and flax improving. 

Nebraska.—Yield very heavy in northern and 
eastern sections; corn suffers from drought in 
southeastern section, where about half a crop 
is now expected, 

Kansas.—Rains greatly benefiting all 
much corn killed by drought. 

Oklahoma.—Crops of all kinds made 
growth; rain will be needed next week. 

Montana.—Only half crop of wild hay will be 
harvested; grain not irrigated badly burned, 
and only half crop expected. 

Wyoming.—Crops all maturing nicely; excellent 
weather for harvesting. 

Idaho.-~-Early grain too 
rious damage; late grain 
irrigated crops doing well. 

Colorado.—Best growing weather 
perfect weather for haymaking 
slope; range grass excellent. 

New-Mexico.—-Some damage to crops and prcp- 
erty by freshets; crops and stock ranges in 
splendid condition. 

Utah.—Potatoes and corn look well; water get- 
ting scarce. 

Washington. + W heat 
potatoes. - 

Oregon.—Thrashing begun and quality of berry 
superior; fruits, hops, vegetables, and berries 
abundant.
